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Why Serbia?

often experienced weeks or months before its physical manifes- 
tation in the sky. So it is not so surprising that we should be able 
to identify the August 1999 solar eclipse, still five months in the future, as 
the probable astrological cause of NATO's assault on Serbia. 
Serbia gained full independence from Turkey by the Treaty of Berlin in 
1878. The chart for this, set for its capital, Belgrade, is shown below: 


i STROLOGERS have long known that the effect of an eclipse is

Despite Serbia's subsequent inclusion within the new state of Yugosla- 
via in 1918, later occupied and dismembered by Germany, then within 
Communist Yugoslavia in 1945, and now as the largest land area of the 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (created at 14:04 CST on 27 April 1992, 
Belgrade), this 1878 chart continues to be effective.

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That it is already resonating with the August 1999 solar eclipse can be 
seen from the positions of Serbia's secondary Ascendants, both direct and 
converse, at the time the NATO alliance's attack began on March 24, 
By direct solar arc on the MC, the Ascendant has come to 3° 32! T, where 
it is closely sesquiquadrate the 18° 21' Q position of the August eclipse. 
By converse solar arc on the MC, the Ascendant is 18°11'Q. 

Combine these two secondary Ascendants into a composite value, 
namely, [(3°32' T + 135°) + 18°11' Q] + 2, and we have 18° 21' 2, which 
is the exact position of the August eclipse. 

The 1878 Serbian secondary © at 18° 45' TL squares this point 

The NATO bombing began with the transit © at 3°41' T, on the Ser- 
bian progressed Ascendant and sesquiquadrate both the August 1999 solar 
eclipse and Serbia's secondary O. 

As a further indication that Serbia would experience a major happen- 
ing in the following twelve months, its July 1998 solar return had 19° 41' 
TN rising at Belgrade, exactly repeating its 120-year earlier natal Ascen- 
dant. The Ascendant ruler, o%, is in the 8° House of this return. In a natal 
chart this, according to the 16" Century French astrologer Morin de Ville- 
franche, could be warning of "premature death, the native being the prin- 
ciple cause of this by deliberately placing himself in danger." The brutal 
repression of the ethnic Albanians in Kosovo by the Serbian armed forces, 
which continued despite warnings from NATO to cease and desist, placed 
Serbia in danger of military reprisals. 

The February 1999 solar eclipse at 27° 08' s#* fell close to the Serbian 
natal IC and opposed its natal X, while transit \K at 13° 35' # hit the natal 
SPQ 

The most recent return of Serbia's ) to its natal position, on March 
12", had % rising with all of the bodies, other than o”, to the east of the 
meridian within a 131° arc that extended from P in the 11" House to % in 
the 3", ¢ itself is at the MC, just 1° 18' to the west of it. I take this to 
mean that the country would stand alone (all but o* to the east) during the 
period of the return, be powerless in the face of tyrannical forces of fate 
(2 > 4) and under attack (¢" the only body west of the meridian). 

The actual NATO assault with cruise missiles and bombs began "a 
few minutes before 8 p.m. local time." I have taken 7:58 p.m. at Bel- 
grade, with late + rising. This places 2 ¢ 4 close to the Descendant and 
this pair square ¥ at the [C. This combination suggests that the attackers!

ate much lamentation and wailing (> OY). Transit ¥ itself, at 3° 51' #, is 
close to the IC, on Serbia's natal 4 at 3° 44' **, suggesting the end of the 
matter will be confused and humiliating. The transit ©, at 3° 41' T, sex- 
tiles natal 4 and the previous day (as last minute negotiations to avoid the 
bombing failed) it passed over the 2° 54’ T position of natal %. 
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Transit 2 ¢ % (at 7° 41 & 2°33' 8) closely squares Clinton's ¥ o % (at 
7°36' & 2°08' Q). 

Lois Rodden kindly informs me that two times have been reported for 
the Yugoslavian president Slobodan Milosevic: 2:30 & 3:20 a.m. with 18° 
44' and 28°37' © rising, respectively. These are from the uncertain mem- 
ory of someone's "mutual friend". Photographs clearly show the physical 
characteristics of 2, his © sign. 

The following illustrates the strongest of these suggested charts:

All of the bodies east of the meridian tell 
us that he is an independent man, not easily influenced by others. The

and ) O o. Given the bare circumstances of his life — born in the ex- 
tremely hard conditions of war-torn, occupied Yugoslavia and rising to 
become the country's President — these difficult aspects are not inappro- 
priate. o” in T in (and ruling) the 10" seems right for the man who, ac- 
cording to US media, was responsible for the earlier wars in Bosnia and 
Croatia. His mean Dark Moon (Axel Harvey calls it Charybdis) is at 
18°17' 3; to be hit by August's eclipse. @ 


The Balkans, Heliocentrics, 
& the Julian Calendar

S IT "prior effect" or is it just our perspective? Astrologers have 

noticed that eclipses seem to start having a grip on us weeks or 

months before they actually happen. As I write there is a situation 

in the Balkans, probably more out of control than any international 
story in the last quarter-century, and it is a safe bet that something will 
come of it in connection with the 11th August eclipse (see Ken Gillman's 
article on Serbia). Prior effect is possible. One could always counter, 
however, that people on all sides, through malice, inertia, or blindness, 
have set themselves up for the blow, so that when it comes astrologers 
will say, "Ah, yes, it all began back then — that's when the eclipse 
clicked in." If the responsible people had been wiser, the August eclipse 
would not have such powerful explosives to play with. 

Case in point: astrologers, if consulted, could have warned about the 
three-and-a-half-degree area, roughly from 16°20' to 19°50' of the Fixed 
signs (and therefore also 1°20' to 4°50' of the Cardinals), which appears 
to link the Balkans to the rest of Europe and so to the entire world. 

Consider the event that provided the excuse for what has been called 
the greatest error of modern history: the assassination of Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand in Sarajevo in 1914. This became the proximate cause of the 
First World War and 10 million deaths on the field. The revolver shots 
that killed the Archduke and his spouse went off at 9:34 UT on 28th June 
1914 in Sarajevo (43N42, 18E26).' After a month of threats and 
ultimatums the unthinkable sequence happened, as chancery after 
chancery stumbled into war — Austria declaring war on Serbia and 
Russia; Germany on Belgium, France, and Russia; England on Germany, 
and so forth. 

In the Sarajevo map the © is separating from a conjunction with B 
(5°50' and 0°46' & respectively) outside the degree range I have 
mentioned. But the midpoint of the conjunction, 3°18' §&, is squarely in 
the middle of the area, and within 3' of a semi-square to this year's 11th 
August eclipse. Unfinished business arising from this event will become 
part of the grand cross activity of the eclipse (and there is plenty of that: 
Yugoslavia itself was a creation of the Great War, a result of misguided 
attempts to replace the old empires of Europe and the Levant with 
ethnically-based states).

Harvey: The Balkans, Heliocentrics & the Julian Calendar 


One detail in the heliocentric map of the assassination is especially 
remarkable. Helio o* and @ are closely conjunct at 1°51' and 1°55S' ~. 
This is worthy of attention in itself, as o’-9 conjunctions often lead to 
inordinate cruelty? And sure enough, the Sarajevo heliocentric 
conjunction makes a close sesquiquadrate to Adolf Hitler's well-known 
geocentric o* and Y at 16°23' and 16°42' U.> Whatever potential for 
sadism and vengefulness there was in Hitler's o’ and 9 (I am not saying 
this is the conjunction's only potential), it was touched by the helio 
conjunction of the Sarajevo event, as if Hitler had caught some kind of 
Balkan madness. It sent him happily off to war, and, unfortunately, 
much farther, 

Ina recent essay in the New York Review of Books, Gordon Craig tells 
a story which neatly sums up the fatal connection: 


«in 1930, in a cafe, in Munich, the photographer Heinrich Hoffmann 
showed Adolf Hitler the pictures he had taken of the excited crowd 
that had assembled before the Feldhermhalle on the first day of 
mobilization for war in 1914. Hitler leafed through them and then 
said abruptly, "I, too, stood in this crowd." An ardent Nazi himself, 
Hoffmann...subjected his prints to painstaking examination, finally 
discovering the face of his Fihrer, disheveled and intensely excited, 
near the bottom edge of the last photo. 

"This fortuitously discovered shot," Fritzsche writes, "caught the 
precise moment when the Third Reich became possible." That is 
perhaps too sweeping a statement, but it is not entirely wrong. 
Hoffmann's photograph documents in a remarkable way the sense of 
national solidarity that marked the August Days of 1914, a feeling 
that persisted later through the long years of defeat, revolution, and 
political frustration as a memory and a felt need. As we look at it, we 
are reminded also that the unkempt young man in the corner of 
Hoffmann's photograph would become the leader of the political 
movement that was to respond most effectively to that longing... * 


Heliocentric maps are not a regular part of my practice, but I do keep 
an eye out for exact contacts between heliocentric and geocentric points. 
Helio positions in a birth map, I surmise, are transmitted to us by the O, 
the body that represents a person's fundamental attitude. They must 
therefore tell us about the detailed mechanics of that attitude. But when

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event helio positions transit an individual's birth map, it seems that the 
individual becomes deeply involved in processes completely beyond his 
or her control. 

Although it is not a Balkan state, Germany scems to be particularly 
involved with the mid-Fixed degree area. Germany was first united in 
1871, and the chart of the proclamation of the Empire (18 January 1871, 
13: 0 LMT, Versailles: 48N48, 2E08)° still rings true. It has 4 at 4°01' % 
and P at 17°00' 8. 

The same area shows up in the map for the reopening of the Berlin 
Wall, 9th November 1989 at 17:57 UT, Berlin (52N31, 13E21).° Here we 
have a conjunction of P, ¥, and the © on the Vertex, all between 15°12! 
and 19°47' Tl. Since this was a moment heavily charged with emotion 
and witnessed throughout the world, it remains the clearest symbol of the 
second unification of Germany. The August eclipse's contacts with the 
Berlin Wall horoscope may mean that Germany's involvement in castern 
European affairs will cause unbearable interior tensions; it is worth 
noting that Germany is already troubled by the bitterness of former East 
Germans who now feel like unwanted poor relatives. 


NE MIGHT ask if there is a horoscope that can inform us about 
O:: world in general, and its sensitivity to the August eclipse. 

When people believed in a simple, quick creation of the earth, 
there were attempts to define an exact birth time for the planet: various 
Roman, Persian, Indian, and European astrologers tried their hand at this 
futile game, hoping to deduce a global mundane map. 

The horoscope I propose here is not so ambitious. It is the map for 
the inception of the Julian calendar, 31st December 46 BC (Old Style) in 
Rome.’ This is a moment of transcendental symbolic might: it has 
governed our conception of time for two millennia (the Gregorian 
calendar was a minor technical fix which did nothing to alter the 
succession of years, months, and weekdays we are all familiar with). 
More to the point, the Julian calendar determined the framework by 
which we date events. It is thus an omnipresent part of our historical 
consciousness. 

The Julian calendar map can be put to good use with both solar 
returns and secondaries. Here are some examples. The tropical solar 
return for 1860, set for Washington, has X on the Descendant (orb 51’), 
not a bad symbol for the U.S. Civil War. The solar return for 1917, set

For the moment of the 11th August 1999 eclipse, the secondary 
progressed Ascendant (at Rome) of the Julian calendar map is 17°58' 8, 
and the secondary converse Ascendant is 17°23' Til. In the tropical solar 
return set for London last December,* the Ascendant is also 17°23' Tl. On 
the grounds of this congruence, I would expect Britain to be at least as 
heavily stirred as Germany by the turbulent effects of the August eclipse. 

Finally, we must not forget aftershocks. There will be a partial 
eclipse of the Sun on 5th February 2000. The conjunction of the Lights 
will occur at 16°02' =; K will be at 16°45' s*. That KX, of course, is the 
of the Russian revolution. &

A Third Civil War

T PRESENT the United States does not appear to be exactly 

united. But has it ever been? If nations are destined to have 

the leader they deserve, or need, as many believe, he, or she, 

ust represent, at least in some measure, the emotional state 

of the citizens and the evolutionary level of the country as a whole. 

Applying that theory brings up some interesting astrological facts about 

both Bill Clinton’s personal chart and the state of the Union. After his 
trial the country will never be the same again. And nor will he. 

Although this furor appears to be about the behavior of one man, 
certain aspects of the trial almost amount to a lynching. Clinton’s “crime” 
is mild compared with many recent presidents who got away with more 
womanizing (Kennedy and Johnson) and outright lying (Kennedy, 
Johnson, Nixon and Reagan) on much more serious subjects than sex, 
such as the Bay of Pigs, Gulf of Tonkin, Watergate, the bombing of 
Cambodia and the Iran/contra, as a few examples. As national icon he 
touched a nerve and started another civil war. This trial may have 
illustrated a struggle within the masculine side of the American character 
(squares to the © and o in the US natal chart), an internal aggression 
which has never been satisfactorily resolved 

A solution to personal problems among some ancient cultures was to 
lead a poor goat out into the desert and beat it to death as a symbol of 
ridding themselves of their own sins. Now that P, revealer of darkness, 
has been over the US Ascendant and opposing its \ for the first time in its 
history, perhaps old poisons and toxins are being flushed out. And as the 
Shadow of the American psyche emerges Bill Clinton becomes the 
scapegoat. 


OUL OF A NATION: From its birth chart the United States 
== to have been set up for some difficult cosmic lessons which 

required collective maturity. In the chart of the Declaration of 

Independence the two personal planets challenged by squares, show 
internal conflicts. o’ O ¥ from the 7" house, and the © O % in 4, from 
the 8" to the 10" suggest deep divisions in the nation over matters of law 
and principle. In spite of these personal hang-ups there is an overall 
Plutonian theme in the chart that insinuates a rebirth is necessary before 
universal energies can be incorporated into the New World. Each of the

P opposing planets in the 8" house and each has been joined by the most 
important conjunctions of the last hundred years. )X in I was the position 
of the ¥ ¢ B of 1892; ¥ in Tl? was where the X ¢ B took place in 1965; and 
P in % was the site of the XK ¢ ¥ of 1993. 

¢ and X in the 7" house, in a dual sign, show a divided nation that can 
work against itself in its bid for freedom. The American Revolution, 
which started it all, was not a unanimous event and many of the British 
supporters were killed or left the country. The actual Civil War broke out 
as P was squaring the natal Qs at 8° 8, forcing disharmony up to the 
surface; X, ¢ o, was making its first return; and ¥ had just passed the IC. 
It was a period of angry confusion that could have cleared away the 
divisions, but did not. Now that PB is on the Ascendant there is the 
possibility that a third and, hopefully, a final civil war will end in unity, 
by recognizing that independence tolerates diversity but has obligations. 

Clinton was inaugurated when % o ¥ was opposite the US O/% 
affecting the country’s self-knowledge; and % in #* on the US ) was about 
to make a waxing square to PB, in Tl. Both aspects spelled upset, tension 
and confusion but also a chance for the public to react to whatever is 
decaying in the political system. More recently, as the scandals increased, 
the country has been bombarded with X, ¥ and P aspects, with ’s waxing

squares offering to rebuild after a good clean-out. Some similar aspects 
occurred when Andrew Jackson and Woodrow Wilson were presidents. 

¥ joined the US B in 1996, opposing its 9, for a time of deceptive 
communication that exposed a jealous and vindictive element in society. 
The last time ¥ was here brought the first assassination attempt of a 
president, Andrew Jackson, a man from a humble background who 
challenged the power of the rich. Soon after its recent meeting with B, ¥ 
was in a waxing square to transiting 4, And K was opening a can of 
worms when it moved to the US 8, at 8° »%, stirring up entrenched habits, 
as it did too in Jackson’s era and again when Woodrow Wilson was trying 
to impose his ideals on democracy. This year (1999) the American MC 
has progressed to 8° & with transiting there in April. At the same time, 
has been transiting the Ascendant of the Constitution chart at 8° #* and 
approaching its B at 14° =. In the last few years there has been an outer 
planet deluge that has drawn attention to flaws in the American character. 

Since 1996 the time for healing has been right. & was demanding 
special regard as it came closest to the © and Earth in its fifty-year cycle, 
at 14° «, the position of the US », renewing awareness of the Achilles 
Heel, a painful point, somehow connected to the system of government 
and law. In = it needed the bipartisan cooperation it did not get so the 
divisions grew wider. 


president, it might help to consider deeper implications in the 

election of Bill Clinton as a leader since he represents a new 

generation which turned morals and values upside down in the 
sixties and may not yet be comfortable working with 
old power. A prime candidate for scapegoat, he was 
born with o ¢ ¥ on his + Ascendant, a position 
showing confused or deceptive actions, and/or an 
idealistic activist. Probably a bit of both. o% and 
have defined his mistakes — sneaky sex, genuine 
misunderstanding — combined with an attempt to be a 
crusader. 

His own chart is well connected to that of the Declaration with his {2 
© & the US ), reflecting public concern for freedom and perhaps able to 
bring greater warmth and generosity to the country’s natural friendliness. 
His  ¢ the US o’ is likely to change the direction of its aggression (its 
animus); and his MC ¢ the US \ has focused on financial expansion and 
nurturing social security; while his ¥ at 8° Q on the US Q showed a 
potential for national growth. He could be the symbol of a young leader 
who has to learn to balance his own wishes with others. In this age of 
transformation there is plenty to learn. He was the first Baby Boomer to

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be a presidential candidate, and his experiences illustrate the need of a 
new generation to establish principles and values. In a pre-inaugural 
speech asking for cooperation (+) he vowed to do his best and appealed 
to the public to forgive him when he made mistakes. The questions are 
can he learn from them? And is he an example of weaknesses in the US 
character, or a combination of the “rough-hewn” Jackson and a visionary 
Wilson, both of whom caused dissension in the country? 

His £2 confidence helped him through the difficult upbringing of a 6 
IC, and with his concentration of planets in the 1“ and 11" Houses he 
gravitated naturally towards politics. When he was elected governor of 
Arkansas, 1978, ¥ was on his , which is 17° », ready to dissolve old 
habits.

Certainly Clinton’s human failings landed him in personal difficulties 
but his plight may have a broader meaning for his generation, the 
powerful % and P in Q gang, as well as for the whole country. As an agent 
for change his experiences have fomented tests for all the US outer planets 
— the divisiveness and antagonism of north to south, men to women (X in 
I in the 7"); hypocrisy, and religious or racial bigotry, (¥ in Tl); and the 
zealotry and control wielded by hidden powers (C in 4). Lately, 4, the 
examiner, has been busy challenging American principles. It squared the 
US X in 1994-95; opposed its ¥ in 1995-96; and squared E in 1998-9. 
Rebirth is always painful and after these difficult tests there is a need for 
togetherness.

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Music, Astrology 
& the Language of Time

y OOD TIMES 

To speak of the language of time is a strange thing. The 

very use of the phrase “language of time” already implies 

some radical philosophic assumptions. For one thing, the 

phrase implies that time itself speaks, that time has something to say in 

some sense, This in turn implies that time is somehow alive, or that time 

has some kind of consciousness capable of communicating something. 

To accept the idea of a language of time requires that we regard time as 

some kind of living energy, rather than a mathematical concept or an ab- 

stract reality, as we are accustomed to do in our modern age. So in order 

to speak intelligently about the language of time, we must abandon our 

mathematical models and scientific orientation. In their place we must 

try to embrace a more ancient way of thinking. This ancient way is 

mythological rather than scientific. It is one that views reality as magi- 

cal, where all things — rocks, rivers, planets — are animate. And those 

kinds of things that we modern people generally regard as abstract — 
such as time — even they can have a consciousness. 

It is within the realm of this ancient mode of thinking that time can 
speak. To our modern mindset, time is something we can measure, 
something we can conceive of, and something we can speak about, but it 
is not an entity capable of having language, except in a metaphoric sense. 
But as far as music and astrology are concerned for the purposes of this 
discussion, the “language of time” in the metaphoric sense will not do. 
We need to try to think about time as actually being conscious in some 
way, and that time itself does speak — literally, not metaphorically. Let 
me suggest that music and astrology are in fact best understood through 
this ancient lens. After all, they are both very ancient practices. 

So what is the language of 
time? What language does time 
speak? If we were to rely on 
our modern mindset, it would 
be tempting to say that the lan- 
guage of time is math, or at 
least can be expressed through 
mathematics. But there is a 
good reason why this approach 
ought to be rejected outright for 
our purposes: mathematics is 
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designed to expresses quantities, not qualities. In both music and astrol- 
ogy, the quantitative measurement of time is of obvious importance in 
technique, but it is the qualitative assessment of time that is essential for 
interpretation, understanding and creativity. In music, quantitative 
measurements of time are used to determine such technical things as time 
signatures, note values, tempo speeds, and perhaps the formal architec- 
ture of a piece as expressed through the number of bars per section. But 
in both creative and interpretative work in music, it is the qualitative as- 
sessment of time that prevails. In the performance and interpretation of 
written music, for example, tempos vary slightly and note values are ex- 
panded or compressed over time, in ways that defy exact quantitative 
analysis. In the creative act of composition as well, time is stretched, 
compressed, sped up, slowed down, intensified and relaxed through the 
creative process. While not at all random, these creative alterations of 
time defy formulaic analysis. 

We find a similar situation in astrology. Technical matters of time are 
measured quantitatively, such as the rotation of the earth, the motions of 
the planets, and the shifting points of various nodes. Even when unfore- 
seen physical factors make exact calculations into the future impossible, 
we cither work with the mean motion (as with Ephemeris Time used to 
calculate positions of the planets, for example) or make periodic meas- 
urements to adjust our numbers (as with Universal Time used to calcu- 
late the Ascendant and Midheaven). But in matters of astrological inter- 
pretation and understanding, the measurement of time is only the starting 
point. Even in the most simple understanding of astrology, where a cli- 
ent asks if this is a “good” or a “bad” time for them, we can hear in that 
question what the client is seeking. They are secking an evaluation of 
the quality of time. The astrologer makes the calculations, and looks at 
“the chart”. But that chart is actually a frozen moment in time, that has 
its own unique feel. This feel is caused by the various astrological fac- 
tors which we could determine through formulas, but the feel is in no 
way described by the formulas. Even if the astrologer is highly system- 
atic in his or her evaluation of that moment, tallying up triplicities, quad- 
Tuplicities, hard and soft aspects, etc., in the end the astrologer must put 
the formulas aside. As in music, astrological interpretation comes from a 
feel for the quality of time. And mathematics does not express qualities 
very well. Math cannot be the language of time because time expresses 
itself both quantitatively and qualitatively. 

The language of time is rhythm. Rhythm permeates the fabric of the 
natural world. We sce it in the rising and setting of the sun, the phases of 
the moon, the motions of the stars, the tides, the progression of the sea- 
sons. Rhythm is within us as well. We feel it through our breath, in our 
pulse, through the menstrual cycle. We can sense it intuitively, perceive 
it physically, and recognize it in our minds 
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occur not randomly, but through cyclical recurrence. Something 

happens, and happens again, and again, and again. In this hap- 
pening again and again a momentum builds. The momentum creates an 
energy we can feel. Now we expect something. Now we anticipate 
something. But now there is a change, an interruption which creates a 
new momentum, one which is part continuation of the old, part introduc- 
tion of something new. Now anything can happen. Time flows from one 
moment to the next similarly, but never the same. Every repeated event is 
at once a promise and a question. It promises another repeat, more of the 
same. But it also asks, if anything can happen, when? Time reveals it- 
self as an organized flow of interrupted patterns charged with signifi- 
cance, The world is alive. This is our most common experience of 
thythm. We grow up with this. 

Probably the most primary form of this natural rhythm 
is the very first rhythm we get to know, one that is im- 
printed upon us in the womb through the experience of our £ x 
mother’s heartbeat. The forever-recurring momentum of 
this firm, deep-sounding, palpable, double-beat, pause, 
double-beat, pause, becomes our own heartbeat, our rhythmic reference 
for life itself. The rhythm of the heart makes our blood flow. Instinc- 
tively we know this; rhythm creates life. 

It is an interesting and usually overlooked characteristic of the heart- 
beat that it is irregular. It speeds up. It slows down. It intensifies. It 
relaxes. We may think of it as regular, but it’s not. It’s reliable, but it is 
always changing, sometimes subtly, sometimes drastically. It is variable. 
And this variability of the heartbeat, with its continuous reliability, is 
what gives it its particular quality. Like the beating of waves upon a sea- 
shore, the rhythm is only partially steady, or only generally steady. The 
rhythm is found in the repetition, how the repetition creates a flow. But 
this flow is not even, nor is it necessarily consistent. The variations from 
exactitude are actually very much a part of its character. The heartbeat 
flows, but no sooner does it establish itself with a pattern — a double 
beat, pause, double-beat, pause — than it interrupts itself, if ever so 
slightly. Natural rhythm is alive in this way. 

I refer to this kind of rhythm as natural rhythm because it is so 
prevalent in our actual everyday experience of the natural world. There 
are also regularly recurring rhythms in our universe that, for all practical 
purposes, do not vary at all, but these tend to occur on different scales. 
We find these steady rhythms in the atomic world, and sometimes in ce- 
lestial cycles. But most of all we find this kind of rhythm in our mind. 
For this reason I refer to it as abstract rhythm. Abstract rhythm can also 
be entirely steady and not alter at all, a condition that can occur in the 
universe as well as in our mind. I refer to this condition as abstract 
regularity. Abstract rhythm is essential to both music and astrology. But 
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as I have tried to show here, it is part of the picture, not the whole. 

So the language of time is rhythm, both natural and abstract. Abstract 
rhythm is quantitative. Natural rhythm is qualitative. Abstract rhythm is 
a dynamic interplay between regularity and alteration. Natural rhythm a 
dynamic interplay between flow and variation. Through rhythm in both 
these forms, time speaks, and does so in both music and astrology. We 
create music over time, experience music over time, interpret music 
through time. In astrology, it is the time itself we interpret, translating 
the language of time — its rhythm — into our own experience, and into 
our own languages. 

This may seem like a rather surprising statement to make to astrolo- 
gers accustomed to interpreting planets, signs, aspects and houses. It is 
elements of space that are generally thought of as astrology’s building 
blocks, with these elements spread out over time. Time is generally re- 
garded as another dimension in astrology, not as the focus of interpreta- 
tion. Similarly in music, it is sound that is generally thought of as the 
building block, spread over time. Rhythm is regarded as one of several 
elements. Rarely is it said in either music or astrology that time is 
speaking in one way or another. But again, it is worth pointing out that 
both music and astrology came from an era in history when myth and 
magic prevailed. I suggest that these ancient roots are extremely impor- 
tant still. 

Given this perspective on music, astrology and time, one thing we can 
do is shed light on some confusing problems in astrology. Let us take for 
example the problem of the Lunar Nodes 


/ he True Nodes & the Mean Nodes 

The inclination of the Lunar orbit to the Ecliptic (which is 
the path of the ©) is a little more than 5°. This means that in 
the course of its travels through the Zodiac, measured in Lon- 
gitude, the ) also travels north and south of the Ecliptic as much as 5° 18' 
of Latitude. Approximately every two weeks, the ) crosses the path of 
the ©, one time from South to North latitude, the next time from North 
to South latitude. When it crosses it is of course at 0° latitude. Each time 
the ) intersects the Ecliptic like this, it does so at a slightly different 
point, averaging about three-quarters of a degree backward in the Zodiac. 
This gives us a set of discreet points where the orbit of the ) actually 
crosses the path of the ©. The Lunar {'s are abstracted mathematically 

from these discreet points, forming a continuum. 

The accompanying table demonstrates this. The first two columns 
give the dates and times (Greenwich Mean Time) in October and No- 
vember 1999 when the ) is at 0° of latitude. The third column tells us 
whether the ) is crossing from South latitude to North latitude indicated 
by N, or the opposite indicated by S. The fourth column gives the lon- 
gitude of the ) at the time. The last two columns give the longitude of 
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the True and Mean Q's (the 6's are exactly opposite). The True Q posi- 
tions are identical to that of the ) because the True {'s are based on the 
)’s actual longitudes at 0° of latitude. We can see that on October 18" at 
10:27 PM, the ) is at 0° latitude going South, and at 9° 49' s*. The True 
Q is exactly opposite at 9° 49' Q, and the Mean QQ is nearby at 9° 01'Q. 
Next, on October 31” at 1:38 PM, the ) is at 0° latitude going North now, 
and at 8° 31'Q. The True Q is the same, and the Mean Q nearby at 8° 18' 


Q. 

At first glance, it looks like the True Q is more accurate, it seems in- 
deed to be more “true.” But it is only accurate at the moments listed, 
Again by way of example, on October 24” 1999, the True Q is at 9° 22' 
£2. Nothing is there. Nor does anything happen there. As we can see 
from the table, the ) crossed the Ecliptic going South six days carlicr at 
9° 49' wx, and is going to cross going North seven days later at 8° 31'Q.

The Lunar Node “positions” are not really positions at all, rather they 
describe an ongoing process of the shifting points of intersection over 
time. You cannot empirically observe a Lunar Node, because nothing is 
there and nothing happens there. You determine the Lunar Q's by ap- 
plying a formula. It is an abstraction. This is a crucial point in under- 
standing what the Q's mean. The Q's represent something beyond con- 
crete, observable reality. 
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one of accuracy. Accuracy is not at issue here. The difference is 

in how you approach the mathematical problem. The orbit of the 
) wobbles a bit; several physical factors affect its wavering path. But 
since the Q is an abstraction, you can simply take the average of the 
points of intersection over time to find the mean. This is the Mean Q. 
Historically in astrology, the Mean Q method has been favored by the 
more technical schools, such as Cosmobiology and Uranian astrology. 
Both of these schools consider the Lunar Nodes prominently in their hi- 
erarchy and use the Mcan {'s in exacting midpoint work and solar arc 
directions’. But it is interesting that Dane Rudhyar, an astrological 
thinker whose approach is essentially opposed to these technical schools 
of astrology, is in agreement with them regarding the Mean Q. A strong 
advocate for the use of the Q's in Humanistic astrology, Rudhyar advo- 
cates the use of the Mean Q, because, he says in Person-Centered Astrol- 
ogy, “astrology deals basically with cycles of motion rather than with 
celestial bodies as material masses.” * 

The True Q involves a more complicated formula, taking into account 
various physical factors that affect the wobble of the )’s orbit. As a re- 
sult, True Q positions do coincide with the actual intersection points on 
the Ecliptic twice a month or so. But the rest of the time, as I have 
shown, the True Q is no more “real” than the Mean Q. Now this may not 
be a problem if you use wide enough orbs and are not strict about orb 
boundaries, since the two methods never differ by more than one degree 
and 45 minutes. But this can make the difference between a midpoint 
combination being operative or not, and can throw solar arc calculations 
off by almost two years. But what makes this problem really exasperat- 
ing is that in my experience, both 's seem to work, but not in the same 
situations. Sometimes the Mean Q seems to work, and in other situations 
it’s the True Q. 

So which one should be used? 

Here’s where music comes in. Both music and astrology speak the 
language of time. The “cycles of motion” Rudhyar speaks of are 
thythms. But as we have seen, there are two kinds of rhythm- natural 
and abstract. Natural rhythm is a rhythm of flow with variation. This is 
the rhythm of the True Q. Abstract rhythm is the rhythm of steady time. 
This is the rhythm of the Mean Q. 

At this point I would suggest listening to music with this distinction 
in mind. To expericnce and understand the difference between natural

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and abstract rhythm in music is to understand in a palpable way the dif- 
ference with the M's. It’s not just some theoretical problem, trying to fig- 
ure out which formula works better. The two kinds of rhythm feel so 
entirely different, there can be no confusing them once you understand it. 
Rhythmically, the True Q and the Mean Q are nothing alike. 


primarily either natural or abstract rhythm 

For music based on natural rhythm, we have all music that 
flows freely but which you cannot count out: Aboriginal dijerido music, 
American Indian flute music, Eastern Indian vocal chanting, Jewish li- 
turgical chants, Gregorian chants, the last movement of Chopin’s B flat 
Minor Sonata Opus 35 (the Presto), any Recitative from a Wagnerian 
opera, much of the music of the French Impressionists, such as De- 
bussy’s Jmages or Ravel’s Gaspard de la Nuit, and ad lib introductions 
to popular songs. 

This music has the rhythm of the True Q's. It is interpretive, and 
subject to the emotional participation of the performer. What this music 
suggests is that the True Q's describe something about the rhythm of life, 
subject to the interpretive and emotional participation of the person. 
This is music in which the composer is dependent upon the performer to 
“finish” the piece, because the score can only indicate what the rhythm 
will be like. It is the performer who determines its actual sound. 

So music based on natural 
thythm is highly dependent 
upon the creative participation 
of the performer to bring it to life. It suggests that the True 0's describe 
a kind of “fate” that it modified by one’s own creative input. But note 
that this is not a matter of the “performer” having free will either, for two 
reasons. First of all, the performer is bound to the score. We can inter- 
pret the rhythm, but we can’t change the notes. But more importantly I 
think, the performer is limited by his or her understanding of the score. 
If we as performers misunderstand the intentions of the composer, noth- 
ing we do will make any sense. It is the understanding that makes us 
free. 

Now let’s consider music based on abstract rhythm. Here we have all 
music in which a constant beat predominates: any African or Latin 
American drumming, American Indian chanting with drums, Indonesian 
Gamcelon music, music for folk dance from around the world, pop music 
from anywhere in the world, Woody Herman’s big band (“the Thunder- 
ing Herd”), almost anything by J. S. Bach or Handel, and of course Rock 
‘n Roll. This music has the rhythm of the Mean Nodes. Its salient fea- 
ture is its uniform, steadfast, solid beat. The rhythm here is not subject 
to the interpretation of the performer, although other qualities of the mu- 
sic most certainly are. Still, no matter what else the performer may give 


He= ARE some examples of different kinds of music that are 
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emotionally to the piece, the rhythm is set in stone, so to speak. What 
this music of abstract rhythm suggests is that the Mean {'s describe 
something very different from the True 's about the rhythm of life. This 
is a rhythm pre-determined by the composer, which the performer fol- 
lows. But it is more than that. The rhythm, once set, dominates all else; 
the melodies and harmonies are subject to it This may seem like a 
limitation placed upon the performer, so completely bound to the tyranny 
of time. But listening to the music, letting the language of time speak to 
us, we can come to understand something rather startling about the Mean 
Q's. This is music that makes us want to dance. The Mean 's describe 
something “fated,” but at the same time something which is a kind of 
dance of life, where we let the beat — that inexorable beat — move us. 
The word “fate” conjures up an image of a life that is out of our own 
control. But the Mean {'s, like the music associated with them, are like a 
gift. They allow us the joy of the dance. 

There is a kind of profound beauty here, something I find the music 
of J. S. Bach especially good at expressing. Through the drive of the 
unchanging pulse, the melody lines weaving through the time and 
through each other, we feel exhilarated, inspired and free. 


I must confess on a personal 

: . note this is not the conclusion I 

had hoped to reach in this in- 

quiry. The last thing I had hoped 
for was an extra point to include in the chart. I feel like we have plenty 
of points as it is. But it seems to me the language of time speaks quite 
definitively here. The True {'s and the Mean {'s say very different 
things about the rhythm of life and life itself. With the True Q's we must 
understand the score before we can be creative participants in our own 
destiny. With the Mean 's, it is not a matter of being creative partici- 
pants, but rather a matter of learning the dance, and finding our own 
voice within it. 

Perhaps we should still choose one or the other. But now we can do 
so based on a fundamental difference in their meanings. I have tried to 
show here how understanding music can bring us to new understandings 
in astrology. I hope I have also succeeded in giving just a taste of the 
intricate connections between music and astrology, and how we might 
learn from opening our ears. The language of time is miraculously in-

> Tam not suggesting that the composer decides on the rhythm first. Usually the 
thythm comes simultancously with a melody. But once a steady beat is estab- 
lished as a compositional constant, its own momentum carries the weight of a 
“done deal.” It cannot be altered without interrupting the established flow in 
some way. 
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/ HE TRUE IDENTITY of the great playwright and poet Wil- 
liam Shakespeare — generally acknowledged to be the greatest 
writer who ever lived — has never been satisfactorily resolved. 
Indeed, so well obscured — so impenetrable — is the central 

issue of who wrote the plays and poems that a reasonable argument can 
and has been made for a number of plausible candidates, including the 
Stratford Shakespeare. Most of these arguments however, when closely 
scrutinized, can be dismissed since we can all too easily find 'facts' to 
support what we want to believe. 

An objective study of the ‘problem’ should be possible, but in practice 
it has proved to be extremely difficult with some 400 years of myth- 
making to contend with plus vested interests — emotional and economic 
— prevailing widely on an enormous scale. One thing seems clear how- 
ever. The whole ‘Shakespeare Enterprise’ — the First Folio's many am- 
biguous statements; the peculiar and unreal mask-like ‘portrait’; the 
strange monument that was erected in Stratford; 
the mysterious 'tone' that pervades the prefatory 
material in the First Folio, the cryptic dedication 
of The Sonnets — this all suggests a conscious 
and deliberate effort to conceal the true identity of 
the author and perpetuate a virtually insoluble 
mystery. Why and what for? Perhaps for per- = 
fectly rational personal and/or political reasons. If ee ies Se 
the plays were written by a high-ranking nobleman 
for instance, there was in those days a definite taboo which prevented 
courtiers publishing — not only plays for public consumption but poetry 
too. However they may have been a more subtle and ultimately more im- 
portant reason why these epoch-making publications were launched in a 
way that seems calculated to portray an author who was all but invisible. 

By hinting that the author of the plays had been an obscure person 
from the provinces (four days travel from London), and safely dead some 
seven years, the immense magic of the writing could shine through more 
‘purely’ than might have been the case if a well known ‘personality’ — and 
perhaps controversial figure to boot — had been responsible and so 
thereby potentially 'muddying the waters.' The Elizabethan nobility — at 
least a central core — were steeped in the magical Hermetic philosophy 
(John Dee and Giordano Bruno: key influences with the English court of 
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the 1570s and early 80s) and knew just what to do to create the required 
effect necessary for such a miraculous body of work. 

The times they were a-changin' in the early 1600's and like today an 
uncertain future beckoned. A new world was in the making; the old me- 
dieval order was passing and the ancient aristocracy threatened. A new 
Atlantis was envisioned by the few. How best to launch these highly so- 
phisticated and new-fangled plays that plumbed such depths of human 
understanding? Simply present them as anonymously as possible — as 
pure entertainment with no hint of any hidden political agenda or moral, 
philosophical, class or religious bias that might narrow their potential 
audience, or even worse, threaten their survival in politically correct and 
dangerous times. Distant generations would wonder about the true author 
— this was an important factor to consider, for as the First Folio itself 
proclaims: "These works are not for an age but for all time." 

Well, the 'Shakespeare Authorship Problem’, as it's become known in 
the literary world, has given rise to several generations of scholarly inves- 
tigation (along with many cranky notions), but despite heroic efforts — 
millions of documents from that era are extant — no evidence has ever 
been found to connect the Stratford Shakspere (the usual spelling) with the 
plays and poctry of William Shakespeare. This contrasts with lesser 
dramatists and poets of the time whose link to their work is well estab- 
lished in contemporary records. The great poet, after all, was popular in 
his day; Venus and Adonis was ‘top of the pops' and frequently reprinted, 
as were several plays, but not until a quarter of a century had passed and 
Shakspere had been dead some seven years (his passing going totally un- 
noticed by his fellow poets) was any connection made with the works — 
in several pointed but ambivalent statements among the prefaces to the 
famous First Folio. 

On the other hand, similar efforts to find a ‘smoking gun' indicating 
another author — while proving equally fruitless — have uncovered a 
wealth of circumstantial and inferential evidence pointing to a gifted poct- 
playwright in the Court of Elizabeth: Edward de Vere. Some two dozen 
youthful poems of his, plus letters, prefaces, eulogies, anecdotes etc., have 
survived, though significantly not one of the acclaimed plays bearing his 
own name has; in those days noblemen who indulged in literary activities 
were obliged to conceal their identities - fighting, not writing, was enno- 
bling. Those who wrote usually adopted a pseudonym, the family name 
and honor must be protected and the de Veres were from a proud and an- 
cient lineage stretching back to before the Conquest. Elizabethan society 
was secretive and autocratic: an open secret shared by relatively few peo- 
ple could be kept and perpetuated, assisted by a queen who enjoyed and 
supported the burgeoning theatre. 
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The Britannica Encyclopedia sums up the present-day situation (most 
conservatively!): 

The strongest candidate for the authorship of Shakespeare's works, 
after Shakspere himself, is Edward de Vere, Earl of Oxford. The 
‘Stratford Myth' — if that is what it is — is likely to prevail at all 
cost; however, those who carefully and objectively study the compel- 
ling weight of evidence find it difficult to avoid the tentative conclu- 
sion that while nothing fits William of Stratford, virtually everything 
fits like a glove with de Vere. ‘Tentative’, though, is the operative 
word here, when in the last resort clearly nobody knows who Shake- 
speare was, and short of irrefutable evidence coming to light such as 
signed manuscripts (not impossible — even now), nobody ever will; 
nevertheless, a steady accumulation of circumstantial evidence fo- 
gether with astrological indications certainly make for a teasing 
combination. 

Those who suspect the Earl of Oxford to be Shakespeare have often 
been accused of a form of social snobbery —"How could such genius be 
found in a butcher's son from a small provincial town?" Shakspere, it's 
true, is not known to have been formally educated, his parents were illiter- 
ate — as were his children — and his few surviving signatures are illegi- 
ble. Of course, poetic inspiration isn't class-conscious, but then earls are 
as susceptible as anyone else to the muse. Walt Whitman realized this 
when speaking of the historical plays: 

Conceiv'd out of the fullest heat and pulse of European feudalism — 
personifying in unparallel'd ways the medieval aristocracy, its tow- 
ering spirit of ruthless and gigantic caste, its own peculiar air and ar- 
rogance (no mere imitation) — only one of the 'wolfish earls' so 
plenteous in the plays themselves, might seem to be the true author 
of these amazing works — works in some respects greater than 
anything else in recorded history. 

Before discussing the birth-chart of Edward de Vere, it's worth re- 
flecting on a frequently observed feature of Shakespeare's great tragedies, 
the omnipresence of two contrasting but complementary themes: tempests 
and music. Tempests — actual or metaphorical — abound in Shake- 
speare, as does sweet music, whether of earthly instruments or the celes- 
tial harmony of the ‘music of the spheres’. Indeed, much of the best verse 
could be typically characterized as a swelling, tempestuous, rhythmic 
surge, alternating with lyrical, mellifluous passages of transcendent har- 
mony. 

So we could expect these twin motifs to show up in the playwright's 
chart together with indications of universal genius, and not forgetting 
Prospero's magic — Shakespeare seems to have been well versed in the 
magical Hermetic philosophy then taking root in England — this, above 
all, should be a magical chart. Prominent placements of the three transper- 
sonal planets, well integrated into the whole chart would be a good start. 
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XX, ¥ and B, of course, were still awaiting discovery late in the 16th cen- 
tury, nevertheless, their influence is evident in extraordinary individuals 
who are born, as we say, ‘before their time’. 

De Vere's whole chart — a Funnel-pattern type — focuses on X; ¥ 
conjoins the O, and P is close to the ) provided that the birth occurred in 
the early morning of the recorded date, 12 April, 1550 (old style), Castle

Both the Finger and Quintile Triangle 'release' through exactly at the 
autumn equinox degree closely conjunct the Q; the 'resolution' of these 
configurations falling opposite at the T equinox with the U. This ar- 
rangement, polarized by also focusing the multiple tensions of the op- 
posing bunch of squares and semi-squares (through the Funnel pattern), 
sets up a kind of two-way electrical exchange between the equinoctial 
gates ‘earthed’ by the lunar nodal axis: you can almost sense the chart 
fairly crackling, with lightning flashing to and fro as the tempest rages! 

The music motif is well symbolized, not only by #'s prominence but 
also by an airy 'music of the spheres' Grand Trine comprising », X and 
WS (the mid-point exactly bisecting 4/X); 4-9 and 4¥-\K are notably exact 
trines. So the two dynamic inner configurations plus the Funnel pattern 
itself are all active within an encompassing, harmonic grand trine, pro- 
ducing some remarkable symmetry in this 'thrice-blessed' chart, that is 
best clarified and displayed in the above diagram 

¢ and $ rising before the O, fall between the lights and as ‘participants 
in the dawn’, play a Promethean role (o* = Shake; 2 = pen or Spear — de 
Vere's subsidiary title, Viscount Bulbeck, carried a crest depicting a lion 
rampant shaking a broken spear).

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phase of the lunation cycle: the 'seed’ of the whole cycle is beginning to 
take shape, enabling a consciousness open to the spirit to produce creative 
results of some scope and depth. Shakespeare's extraordinary artistic 
achievement may be considered the seed-quintessence of the true Nordic 
— Northern European — culture before it soon became swamped with the 
formal and material classicism of the likes of Racine. 

Both o and § join with 4 and % in more creative quintile-based as- 
pects. Of the several tense squares and semi-squares in the chart, *'s 
square with ¥ deserves special mention, especially with the © involved, 
this combination proving an alchemical brew of profound creative potency 
in artists' charts. ¥'s slow progression brings it into an exact sextile aspect 
with ¢" a year or two before death, and so throughout de Vere's life a 
steady increase in volume of this immensely imaginative aspect reinforces 
a natal septile that is just 18' short of the conventional orb. A truly — 
dare it be said —'Shakespearean' combination, this! 

Each planet, plus the © and ), receives at least five aspects (allowing 
so-called 'minor', but significant ones in this chart) with at least one 'soft' 
and ‘hard! aspect, so making for a potentially highly integrated set-up. In- 
deed, so well interwoven are the many planetary aspects into the whole 
fabric that isolating individual placements or aspects for analysis seems 
almost as futile an exercise as corralling off individual Shakespearean 
characters for analysis who are virtually meaningless apart from the 
drama as a whole. 

The colossal focusing on a precariously balanced X, precisely at the 
equinox in artistic 4, evokes Hamlet's soliloquy: "To be, or not to be (re- 
lated)". The play itself connects with several details in de Vere's life, for 
example, the young Edward was made a royal ward after his father's death 
(his mother quickly remarrying) and William Cecil — Lord Burghley — 
became his guardian and later, father-in-law: Burghley is generally ac- 
cepted as being caricatured in the person of Polonius in the play. As 
Queen Elizabeth's chief minister and close confidant, not ‘anyone’ could 
satirize Burghley without severe repercussions — de Vere was known to 
be a favorite of Elizabeth's. 

Interestingly, Shakespeare's dramas began to 'catch on! in a big way 
late in the 18th century, just after K was discovered, and continued to 
grow in popularity following ¥ and B's discovery. Throughout the 1590's, 
at the height of the new Elizabethan drama, the three outer planets were in 
mutual aspect: K o P in T, in trine to ¥ in Q — perhaps facilitating a 
dramatic release of transpersonal energies so highlighted in de Vere's 
chart. 

I've concentrated, in this brief analysis, on the essential underlying 
structural factors in the chart — hardly mentioning sign and house posi- 
tions that almost seem to play a secondary role, so strong and deep is the 
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patterning. The heart of this birth-pattern, once again, I would suggest is 
the powerful conjunction of each light with ¥ and PB respectively — the 
only two fairly close conjunctions in the chart: far and near thrust to- 
gether, forming an alchemical combustion chamber from which X releases 
his lightning bolts, again and again — forever and ever it seem! 

Much work could be done with directions — we know quite a lot about 
de Vere's eventful early life, incidents of which seem to be reflected in 
several of the plays”. One set of progressions that should not go 
unmentioned is a remarkable chart sct for the progressed new moon in II 
that gives a clue to the general pattern of life-events for the unfolding 30- 
year lunation cycle beginning in 1584 (de Vere died in 1604 long before 
the cycle ended — possibly leaving unfinished plays that were completed 
by other hands). Falling in the 5" degree of II, exactly at the important 
mid-point of $/\ in the natal chart, the new moon — in the progressed 
chart itself — is exactly with 9, now close to ¥ and right on the Mid- 
Heaven. The previous lunation cycle's new moon fell exactly conjunct the 
natal (and progressed) ¥ — covering the years 1555-1584. 

Another stimulating area of study is the Sabian degree symbols acti- 
vated in the birth-chart*. Taking just two that participate in the ‘Finger’, 
the first degree of =, occupied by X, is: A Butterfly Made Perfect By A 
Dart Through It — 'The Archetype of Man; the Perfect Form'. De Vere's 
© degree symbol reads: An Electrical Storm — 'The Cosmic Power able 
to transform all the implications of natural existence’, Indeed, the whole 
birth-chart seems to be something of a revelation — could it belong to the 
author of Hamlet and The Tempest? 

The Authorship Problem — I repeat — results from the way the whole 
‘Shakespeare Project’ appears to have been purposely designed by un- 


? There are now a number of excellent books on the Authorship Question in- 
cluding ones by, C.Ogburn (the most comprehensive), R.Whalen, J.Sobran, J, 
Michell, that contain valuable material on de Vere whose early life is quite well 
documented: something of a child prodigy, a sensitive, romantic, generous, 
musical, impetuous, eccentric, rebellious — and alienated kind of personality 
emerges, his later years, apart from a few lettcrs and occasional appearances at 
Court, are shrouded in mystery. Quite recently a cipher has been discovered in 
the cryptic dedication to 'Shakespeare's Sonnets’ — revealing de Vere to be the 
author; the validity of this awaits confirmation however, as codes, ciphers, 
cryptograms et al, whilst ‘all the rage’ in Elizabeth's time and quite possibly 
employed in/by Shakespeare, are notoriously difficult to evaluate. The cipher in 
question here though — in a text long suspected (by ‘both sides’ on the Author- 
ship Question) of being enciphered — has the advantage of being both simple 
and elegant.

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known individuals, who moreover constructed a mystery in such a ruthless 
way as to make deconstruction almost impossible — though not entirely 
impossible! 

Edward de Vere may well prove to be 'the True Will.’ Parallels be- 
tween his life and the plays are too numerous, consistent, complex and 
intimate to appear to be mere coincidences; however, we would do well to 
remember the wise intuitions of those founding fathers of the project that, 
nearly 400 years ago now, conceived a fascinating and apparently 
necessary mystery that continues to enthrall. @ 


Dr. Bangalore Venkata Raman 
Born: 7:46 PM IST, e August 1912 in Bangalore, India 
Died: 20" December 1998 


B. V. Raman, the most renowned Hindu astrologer of this century, 
died suddenly and peacefully from cardiac arrest while proofreading The 
Astrological Magazine. Until the very end he had been in perfect health. 

Dr. Raman achieved world-wide fame for his accurate predictions of 
the rise and fall of Hitler and Mussolini, the Allied victory in World War 
Il, India's Independence, the Chinese invasion of India, Nixon's election 
and fall from power, the deaths of Mahatma Gandhi, Pandit Nehru, Indira 
Gandhi and Brezhnev, and much else besides, all of which were published 
in the columns of his monthly magazine. 

As the editor of the monthly The Astrological Magazine, Dr Raman 
was a unique case of one individual editing a monthly publication without 
interruption for the past 62 years. Yet he found the time to write over 
twenty books and to travel around the world several times, presiding over 
conferences and Iccturing. Although his early education was in a village 
school he went on to gain a diploma in homeopathy at Bangalore Univer- 
sity, and subsequently received many honorary degrees — Doctorates in 
Philosophy, Literature and Letters — as well as being elected Fellow of 
the Royal Astronomical Society and of the Royal Asiatic Society. His 
daughter, Gayatri Devi Vasudev, is now the editor-in-chief of The Astro- 
logical Magazine. 

B. V. Raman's whole life was spent in the study of the relations be- 
tween cosmic and terrestrial phenomena. He carried on a relentless mis- 
sion and crusade to secure for astrology its rightful place among recog- 
nized academic disciplines. He alone was responsible for the resurgence 
of classical Jyotish astrology in India and for introducing it to the West. 

Never a professional astrologer, Dr. Raman was consulted by heads of 
government, political leaders, scientists, industrialists and people from all 
levels of society. He treated them all the same, kindly with patience. 

He lived simply yet his thoughts lifted him far above the clouds. a) 
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Scotland's Horoscope

IE MOST commonly used chart for Scotland is that of the 
crowning of Malcolm the Second at Scone on 25 March 1005 at 
noon. In this chart can be seen quite clearly some of the main 
themes which the wider world associates with Scotland. Here I 

point out the most obvious. 


Scotland 
Coronation of Malcolm Canmore, aka Malcolm the Second.! 
Noon (the traditional symbolic time for the coronation of the king)

The first thing to strike the eye is the powerful emphasis on fire, with 
Q rising, T MC, and both rulers in T in the 10 House. % and @ conjunct 
the MC from the 9" House. This conjures up a picture of an exuberant.

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creative and confident nation not wishing to keep its talents to itself but 
launching them (in the shape of its people) out into the wider world. 
Scots are to be found everywhere, and every modern Scot has relatives in 
Canada, America and Australia in particular. Some of the world’s most 
famous explorers were Scots, David Livingstone and Alexander 
MacKenzie, who named the Mackenzie River in Canada, being two ex- 
amples. 

XX, ruler of the #* Descendant, is placed in the 
9" House in a watery grand trine with * and P. 
This conjures up a powerful image of strongly 
inventive and imaginative abilities which can 
structure the natural forces of nature in innovative 
ways: James Watt whose steam engine drove the 
Industrial Revolution, and John Logie Baird who 
invented television, come immediately to mind. 
 ¢ ¥ 9 MC and 4 the Q Ascendant combines 
restless travelling with innovative writing and 
artistic expression: Robert Louis Stevenson and 
Charles Rennie Mackintosh, neither of whom 
ended their days in their native land, but both of 
whom exerted powerful influence as writers and 
artists, fit this pattern well. 

Overall, Scotland is a country that has con- 
tributed to the positive dimensions of human en- 
deavor quite out of proportion to its small size. 

Inevitably, there is a darker side to this bright picture, as with any na- 
tion. % rising in @ in the 12" House is the powerful starting place from 
which to explore the painful side of Scotland’s complex sense of national 
identity. That identity under threat from an oppressive aggressor nation is 
a strong picture that arises from the square between the 12" House » in 
&, and ¢ in T in the 10". 

There are many examples of this oppression by England over the 
thousand years since Malcolm was crowned at Scone. Memories of the 
brutal putting down of the 1745 rebellion against English rule, the infa- 
mous Massacre of Glencoe and the suppression of the Gaelic language 
which followed, and the Highland Clearances which forced thousands of 
Scots to emigrate in the eighteenth century, still fester in the national 
psyche. 

¢ in T in the 10" is exuberant, bold and adventurous; the square to 
the 12" House * in @ shows the undertone of rage and pain at being 
torn from one’s deepest roots which lies behind that bright spirit. Poverty 
and oppression in many cases were the driving forces behind the Scots’ 
wanderlust. 

One of Scotland’s many paradoxes is that a great — and justified — 
sense of national pride seems to co-exist with angry feelings of resent- 
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ment and a hidden inferiority complex; symbolically, this fits well with 
the square sitting behind Q rising. If you are in any doubt about this, try 
keeping company with Scots who are the worse for drink, particularly if 
the location is England! One of the most unattractive facets of contem- 
porary Scotland seems to be the need to put down (with the exception of 
Sean Connery!) those who have done well, rather than praising them. 

Scotland’s passionate and at times tortured relationship with the spirit 
at its different levels can also be seen from this chart. Look at the domi- 
nant grand cross involving the &/4 $Y axis with ¥, crossing the MC/IC 
axis T-square involving the prominent © and 9. 

This is a highly imaginative, spiritual, musical, passionate, cultured, 
artistic, adventurous, justice-secking, visionary pattern in its bright face. 
It speaks of the many gifts this small nation has given to the wider world, 
and through which its own national life has been, and is, a rich experi- 
ence for many of us who live here. But its dark face is that of the maud- 
lin drunk, abandoned by God, oppressed by England, singing exiles’ 
songs in some parochial bar, longing to return to the unchallenging safety 
of the womb/home — or failing that, the oblivion of alcohol. 

The 1005 chart reflects well the momentous changes currently going 
on, as we move towards electing the first Scottish parliament for nearly 
three hundred years on the 6th May 1999. Progressed ) at 4° T is cross- 
ing natal ¥ and (the IC ruler) in the 9" House, with the progressed ASC 
at 24° } close to natal X, also in the 9". The progressed © (the chart 
tuler) is conjunct the progressed MC at 28° %, both falling on the natal @ 
— all indications of the radical nature of current changes, and the na- 
tion’s optimism and expansive spirit as it prepares for its first step to- 
wards self-government for nearly 300 years. Transits reinforce this. As 
the time of the elections approaches, 4 crosses all of the T planets at 
the top of Scotland’s horoscope, as well as the MC. 

During the whole period since the sweeping New Labour victory in May 
1997 made a Scottish parliament a reality instead of a romantic nationalistic 
fantasy, transiting Rin has been opposing Scotland's ¥ in the 11" in IT 
square to the 2" House I? ) — Scotland's QD midpoint at 8° I also being 
opposed by P- from Spring 1998 until the end of 1999. 

These are very appropriate significators for the debate centered 
around beliefs and values and the proper allocation of resources that has 
been going on; also, there is a death/rebirth process going on in Scot- 
land’s ties with England and the UK. The outcome of that is by no 
means clear, many Scots wanting nothing less than the end of the long 


marriage with the UK.

Planetary Stock Trading: 


More Industry Forecasts 


BILL MERIDIAN 


NA 1998 issue of Considerations, I examined the question of which 
industry groups to invest in. Stocks can benefit or suffer from a 
“guilt by association” simply due to the industry group that they are 
lassified in. Being included in a group that is out of favor can tie a 
rock around the leg of a strong stock, holding it back. A weak stock can 
rise in a bullish industry group simply because a rising tide lifts all boats. 
A quantitative analyst once calculated that the odds of buying any 
stock that increases in price are three-to-one in the investors favor if one 
is buying in a bull market. In a bear market, the odds are against the 
investor by twenty-to-one. These odds were determined for the overall 
market, but we must keep in mind that there are about 90 industry groups 
in the US that move in their own trends. In 1994, for example, the S & P 
barely rose while the semiconductor group was up by 27% and the 
homebuilding group fell by 40%. Theoretically, a fund can outperform 
by buying stocks in the right groups year after year, except in bad bear 
markets, A planetary method that was introduced in the last article 
identifies parts of the zodiac that are sensitive for a given group of 
stocks.

of large institutions to facilitate trading when the stock opens on the 
exchange. If the stock moves to a new exchange or merges, we will 
almost always switch to the latest chart. Recently, Citibank and 
Travelers Group merged to form Citigroup. The first two charts are 
dropped in favor of the new chart for the merged entity. Reason: when 
portfolio managers consider taking a position, they evaluate the new 
company and stock, not the earlier individual stocks. As far back as 
1943, George Bayer made the same observations. 

The horoscope of incorporation has its use in describing the 
fundamentals within the company. It is not as uscful as the first-trade 
chart in forecasting future price movements 


hared Degree Areas 

The first trade charts of the technology stocks show important 
points and planets located in the 16 to 22 range of the mutable 
signs. Stocks in this category include Microsoft, IBM, Intuit, 
Compaq, Dell, Oracle, Infoseek, Computer Associates, etc. I have 

identified over thirty tech stocks that fit this mold. 
The first article suggested that technology stocks would outperform:

This will again activate the degree area, likely leading to either the 
reversal of downtrends (if the stocks are falling at that time) or an 
acceleration (if the stocks are headed higher at that time)." 

The move in the S&P technology sector was the strongest of any 
sector in 1998, most of the gain coming in the 4th quarter. Earnings 
reports came in way over estimates, as signaled by the stations of § and 
\y.  Microsoft’s (MSFT) earnings were up 75%, quite a feat for a 
company of that size. 

MSFT is depicted as chart 1. Note that 4 passed over the © at 23° 
in fourth harmonic to o and at 22° %. But 4 was not the whole story 
Note that X was directly on the 12° # Midheaven at the time of the 
earnings release, with the January 31 lunar eclipse only weeks away. If 
this were the natal chart of a person who was about to make an 
announcement, what type of news would you expect? The chart 
indicated positive news. Wall Street research demonstrates that stocks 
make big moves when earnings releases are more than one standard 
deviation from the mean of estimates that are posted by analysts. The 
graph on page 15 shows the strong 4""-quarter move up in MSFT. 

With the extremely positive contacts in the 4" quarter behind the 
stock, MSFTF's relative strength versus the market will likely dwindle

and come closer to its historical norm (which is above average, anyway) 

% will move up to square the Midheaven in June and the 4 0 X will be 
only 3° off of the Midheaven. This is not devastating, but it is a lot less 
positive than the aspects that we have just witnessed. Therefore, it is 
likely that MSFT will be a sell in the spring of 1999. 

But wait. What about the rest of the tech sector? Will MSFT be a 
weak stock in a weak sector or in a strong sector? First, Astrology 101 
tells us that #% and X rule technology. X Vesta last summer 
contributed to the market’s decline, and the technology-laden NASDAQ 
got hit harder than the S&P. The  O square does not appear to be 
favorable. But let us look further. 

The NASDAQ (chart 2) was born on February 8, 1971 with two 
planets and the Q in = and the ) in 2. The 19° # © will be close to the 
square, and will be eclipsed on August 11". In addition, note that > will 
be passing over its natal place at 16° 8. This does not look bullish. But 
let’s proceed even further. 
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Market of Stocks 
Wise men say that it is a market of stocks and not a stock 
market. That is, the action of the overall market is simply the 
accumulated price action of all of the stocks within that market. 
Technical analysts have developed overall market indicators based upon 
the action of a number of stocks. One such barometer is the number of 
stocks trading above their respective 50-day moving averages. With the 
Financial Trader computer program, I was able to scan a database of 
1133 NASDAQ stocks. There are 5600 stocks on this exchange, but 
many of the issues are absolutely tiny. In fact the 50 largest stocks (less 
than one percent) on the NASDAQ by market capitalization account for 
75% of all the trading volume. So this sample of 1133 of the largest 
stocks probably accounts for more than 90% of NASDAQ trading 
activity. 

Now, referring back to the horoscope of this market, recall that this is 
an Aquarian entity that is noted for technology stocks. The Financial 
Trader scan reveals that 276 of the 1133 have their natal © in either Q or 
sx, In addition 232 of the 1133 have the Midheaven in the same signs! 
oT is second at 211. So, we know that the square and the eclipses will 
hit many of these individual stocks. It looks like a volatile summer on 
the downside for the tech sector and the NASDAQ. 

In closing, let’s take a closer look at one non-NASDAQ tech 
bellwether, Compaq (CPQ). The stock is depicted in Chart 3 with a 15° 
Tl Midheaven and \ at 14° Aquarius. This stock will likely decline more 
than the average stock in its sector due to the direct hits at 15° Fixed. I 
would not expect a recovery until 4 stations on CPQ’s natal o” in 
December of 1999. 
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Electional Astrology: 
Charts of Business Companies

f/ LECTIONAL ASTROLOGY is the branch of Astrology that 
deals with the art of “electing” or choosing the right astrologi- 
cal moment for a certain purpose. It embraces an endless field 

aA of objectives, actions and events, from the timing of the right 

moment for starting a journey to the right moment to marry or to create a 
company or society; in general any event involving the start of an enter- 
prise capable of growing, developing and evolving with the unravelling of 
the cycles and transits implicit in the initial chart. 

In traditional astrology “astrological elections” used to be a central 
part of the everyday task of astrologers. Morin de Villefranche, an out- 
standing French astrologer of the past, used it to time his patrons’ jour- 
neys, to obtain the maximum advantage from their moves. Now in the 20" 
century Electional Astrology has fallen out of use. Perhaps the only use 
given to it nowadays is for timing the start of companies or commercial 
ventures. However, even if this kind of request is still frequent in many 
astrological consultants’ practice, the basic rules are not always fully 
respected. Thus, the results are often mediocre if not downright unlucky. 
It is often forgotten or ignored that the astrologer electing an inappropriate 
moment is unfavourably manipulating his or her client’s destiny, because 
every individual undertaking a new venture has an unconscious tendency 
to start it when there are some favourable transits for its foundation. 
These transits will most often turn into favourable and appropriate synas- 
try aspects between the chart of the business or company and the chart of 
the person. We can certainly test this statement through practice. 

Accordingly, to obtain a good election chart it is imperative to follow 
some warning advice and a series of rules. These rules are a result of my 
own experience as an astrologer and arise from a thorough follow-up of 
business companies of all kinds, ranging from commercial establishments 
to societies with a considerable capital, for whom I erected an election 
chart for the right initial moment. 


UNAR PHASE: The right use of Lunar Phases is the first rule to 

follow when recommending a initial date. The so-called Lunar 

Astrology certainly offers an exceedingly wide field, too wide for 
us to list its different uses. For example, to open an art exhibition, the Full 
Mooon Phase can be appropriate, as long as the ) is not opposing the O

within an orb of 10°. In this phase, the effect of the works exhibited will 
be amplified, according to the growing quality of the moment and so will 
the response of the public attending the exhibition, resulting in the final 
benefit for the author or exhibitor. Another example for a different lunar 
phase could be moving to new quarters in a waning ): it is well known 
that any task undertaken under this lunar phase will finish sooner and 
more quickly. In this case we want the move to finish the sooner the bet- 
ter. However, if we want an activity to grow and develop steadily, besides 
having enough energy and drive, as in the case of founding a company, we 
had better choose a waxing ) for the election chart 

The second most important rule is to find an appropriate synastry be- 
tween the chart of the person creating or founding the company and the 
chart of the start of the company itself. This is a very important point, 
quite often neglected. If the radical factors in the chart of the business 
start and the owner’s chart (or each of the partners, if more than one) are 
not linked by strong harmonious aspects, partners won’t identify either 
with the company or its activities and are unlikely to produce, live and 
fight for it. It often happens that apparently perfect moments are chosen 
for an election chart and then either the company doesn’t work, is trans- 
ferred or closes down because there is no real link between it and its own- 
ers, managers or partners who finally neglect it

(Banesto) and its president, Mr. Mario Conde. Conde had access 
to the highest position in the bank direction at the precise time that 
he acquired a huge packet of shares, worth thousands of million pesetas 
then (1987), which represented a highly significant percentage of the 
bank’s social capital. This enabled him to gain almost full control of the 
company. In fact, this notorious financier did not choose to invest his 
money in this bank just by mere chance, accident or stock market analysis 
reccommendation. He simply had always felt strongly attracted to 
Banesto, as is clear from his biography. After making a substantial profit 
from the purchase and sale of some laboratories, he invested practically 
the whole of his fortune in the bank 
If we observe in detail the synastry between Mario Conde and the chart 
of Banesto, we find a close planetary linking: his ASC closely connects 
with Banesto’s MC, $ and ©. X, in the bank’s 5" House of investments 
falls on Conde’s natal 4, placed in his 8"" House of capital administration 
and other people’s resources. This linkage explains by itself the strong 
connection on both sides. The ) in Banesto’s chart is in the same Sign 
and degree as Mario Conde’s ), and there are several other synastry as- 
pects of similar importance.

A frequent mistake in making an clection for a company is pre- 

tending to choose a “perfect” moment. We can especially notice 
the abuse of harmonious planetary aspects. I personally reccommend the 
company to have 80% harmonious aspects and 20% stressful ones. These 
percentages are not unfounded or whimsical but respond to the appropri- 
ate and positive combination of planetary factors. If only harmonious 
aspects are present, the elction lacks the stress, drive and motivation 
needed , not only to grow and develop, but also to go steadily ahead and 
keep on working. This is the typical beginner’s mistake that often results 
in a dull, weak chart, which is finally neglected or dics a natural death. On 
the other hand too many stressful aspects can create a thick net or a nega- 
tive pattern difficult to work with and help develop as a business. 

It is particularly interesting to consider and adjust aspects in the right 
Houses. For instance, when able to count on a © a \ for the electional 
chart — which is not always possible when one is limited to certain dates 
and times — it will be significant for the finances and income of the com- 
pany to have \ in the 2" House of income and the © in the 10" House of 
image and social projection of the company. This position is always more 
beneficial than ¥ in the 3 House and © in the 11", for example. How- 
ever, if the company to be created depends on sponsoring projects or 
agreements previously signed (11"" House) for its commercial or sales 
activity (3 House) this second combination would precisely fit the re- 
quirements for a good result. 

It is very important to understand that the more related and visible are 
the radical factors linked to the reality of the company to be created, the 
easier it will be to reach a status or position in the market or grow in the 
future. For example, when cosidering aspects relating to one or more 
Houses, they should always be placed according to the needs of the future 
company: for a small business depending on its own investments or re- 
sources to survive, an appropriate planetary aspect between the 1* House 
(the company itself) and the 5" House of investments, would be the right 
choice. In this case, it should be a harmonious aspect. It would also be 
stimulating to have a square between benefic planets from the 2“ House 
(finances) to the 5h (investments) because this would result in extra en- 
ergy and motivation to invest and grow. Obviously, the right planets must 
be chosen, in tune with the expected results. In the above examples, 2, ) 
or 4 would be appropriate, while » or K wouldn’t. 

Other logical considerations, which experience has put to the test, arise 
from the rules of elemental astrology: For business or trade that involves 


A STROLOGICAL FEATURES in an elected company Chart: 
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the public it is always better to place the planets in the upper hemisphere 
to provide extra external projection. Nevertheless, in the case of a doc- 
tor’s surgery, for example, most planets under the horizon wouldn’t hinder 
good activity or limit success. 

What we are actually looking for in this composition are the right 
channels for the energy to flow to get easier business results. Accordingly 
the chart for the establishment of a society should be adjusted as much as 
possible to its main activity, which should be reflected through the appro- 
priate planetary symbolism. For example, 4 for law. For a building 
company that deals with excavations, demolitions or repairs, a well sup- 
ported P in the 10" House is a good choice. Following this composition 
of adjustment and proper location, activity will easily flow, contracts will 
appear and clients simply call. 

As far as possible, the planets should be chosen in a favourable cosmic 
state, or, in its absence, neutral. In any case one should be realistic and 
never ask for miracles: opening a jeweler's shop in the middle of the des- 
ert, however good and brilliant the election chart may be, is condemned to 
failure. Astrology cannot mend everything, and if in your natal chart you 
have an inharmonious *% in the 2", in a bad cosmic state, weakened by 
stressful aspects, with a dull or weak 8" House unable to compensate for 
it, you cannot expect to make quick money trying to elect the right timing 
for a business start. In any case the situation can only be mended in part 
as the natal structure always conditions and mortgages future ventures

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This is a simplified House correspondence in a company chart. Given 
the limitation of the twelve Houses to explain the reality of any business 
firm or society, it must be taken into account that a derivation can be 
made to fit the needs according to astrological significances. For exam- 
ple, the 12" House can also indicate illegal dealings of rival firms and 
industrial espionage. It must also be emphasized that a company chart, by 
its very nature, will never respond in the same way that a person’s chart 
will to a more or less adjusted reflection of reality. Transits are not as 
clear as in an individual’s chart either. However, in both cases acceptable 
results may be reached. 

On a planetary level, generic significators are as follows: 


©: The boss or director. By extension: success, social impact, etc. 
>: Employees, the public in general. 

Commercial exchange, communications. 

Art and decoration, luxury, money. 
: Work, machinery and industry. 

Taxes. Money, Exports 

Counselors, Rules, limitations 

Inventions. Technology, changes 

Hydraulics, fraud, disorganization 

Changes and transformations

On a planetary level it is also possible to interpret the planets by exten- 
sion; the ), for instance, is linked to liquid, folk creations, home workers, 
family connections and such. 

Now, the chart of the establishment of the Banco Espafiol de Crédito 
can be used as an example to illustrate this statement. 

As you can sce, ¥ o the Midheaven 
helped the Bank acquire and create a solid 
stock of shares in the most influential indus- 
trial holdings, so much so that Banesto be- 
came an example — in banking circles — of 
the kind of banking entity that has a solid 
industrial background behind it. 

Another remarkably clear aspect because 
of its effects is OQ 0 4. Apart from domifi- 
cation and consequent placement in one or 
another House, this square inclines towards forcing confrontations with 
the State or the Law, even more as } is also square the Midheaven. Ac- 
tually, Banesto had always had conflicts with the Banco de Espafia, by 
way of special inspections, regulations, and different kinds of interven- 
tions, even long before Mr. Conde took hold of this banking institution. 

Curiously enough, ¥, the ©, o’ and the Midheaven are placed in U, the 
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sign with most financial and monetary connotations. 

X from the 5" House of investments squares @ in the 8" House (the 
Bank’s financial resources created by managing its own clients’deposits). 
This aspect helps and motivates the bank to grow, and can be used as an 
example of a stressful aspect finally turning into a beneficial point. 

¢ in the 9" House (foreign countries and trade), clearly indicates the 
bank’s calling towards opening new branches beyond its original site. Up 
until a few years ago, the Banco Espafiol de Crédito had more branches 
outside Madrid than other banking entities of a comparable size. 


HE REAL astrological beginning of a company: 
If the company has a legal personality (stock company or lim- 
ited joint stock company), the moment of the signature that was 
executed by deed before a notary public is the real start for the firm. To 
be more exact, it is the moment when the notary puts down his final sig- 
nature. This statement is so reliable (you can have a really exact time) 
that later when testing it by Primary Directions in the Topocentric House 
System, directions will be found for the most important moments in the 
future of the company that give the most exact, surprising results. In any 
case, angles and planetary cusps resulting from this well-timed moment 
work with amazing precision in future transits. 

Also, the moment a State is established as such — when a nation is 
born — is the exact moment the course of the nation’s people begins. 

Summing up then, the moment of executing a society by deed before a 
notary is the birthtime of a company because as soon as you come out of 
the notarial office a bank account can be opened and any commercial 
operation legally started. The society is already alive as far as the Tax 
office is concerned, independently from other bureaucratic formalities 
where the hands of the founders do not count, like trade registration of- 
fices. 

However, there is a kind of sub-chart for the company for the moment 
when the doors are opened to the public, as is the case of a department 
store with many branches. This subsidiary chart is only operative with 
regard to the physical location of a specific store. The only way to read 
this chart is as a kind of subsidiary, secondary reading. For instance, if 
this chart contains a planetary opposition across the 2™/ 8” axis, there 
may be some irregularities in the store accounting, but if the aspect is not 
repeated in the mother chart, (the constitution of the society in the notary’s 
office), the resulting effect will only be minor, and will not develop into a 
serious problem. This is frequent in companies opening new branches in 
other geographical areas; each new branch has its own sub-chart that is 
tuled and subordinated to the foundation chart. 

In case the business in question has not a legal personality, such as 
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small businesses like shops, hairdressing salons, etc., the working chart is 
the “opening doors” chart, cast for the exact moment the doors are opened 
to the public. In this case, transits work well for the chart set up for this 
precise moment, even if no client has come into the shop. I personally 
reccommend that there should be a symbolic purchase made by a relative 
or friend to validate the business start. In this kind of business, the ad- 
vantage lies in a wider time margin for manouvering since the shop could 
open at four in the morning, if necessary. However, it must not be for- 
gotten that when requesting the services of a notary public, the client can 
negotiate the right signature time for company. What in Spain is called 
Licencia Fiscal can be overlooked for all astrological effects. As a sub- 
chart or derived chart, it may have a certain validity, but insignificant 
in the whole picture. This type of de-multiplied chart is equivalent to a 
Prime Minister’s assumption chart with respect to the Nation’s chart in 
Political Astrology. For example, the birthchart of Spain as a nation dates 
from the 15" century and is the most effective as regards transits and 
other predictive — and also interpretative — techniques, since it reflects 
the globality and reality of the country. Another sub-chart follows this 
one in validity: the “Monarchy” chart from 1975 when King Juan Carlos | 
was enthroned, which will be valid as long as he reigns. After that comes 
the chart for when the present-day President José M" Aznar, who came 
into his position in 1996, but it is less effective since it can only reflect 
parlamentary moves, day-to-day politics and fluctuations. This is an ef- 
fect I call de-multiplying, since these sub-charts gradually lose their effec- 
tiveness. 

Summing up, the astrologer should aspire to obtaining a maximum 
balance between the cosmos and mundane activity but should never try to 
manipulate or force reality.

EOPLE fall into two groups: those 

who work for somebody else and 

those who work for themselves. If 

you work for somebody else the 
general location of planets in your chart tell 
where in the corporation you best fit in and 
which jobs are suitable. If you work for 
yourself, the same positions indicate where 
you are strong relative to the running of a 
business and where you need help. 

Most people have romantic ideas of their capabilities and of the jobs 
or businesses they choose as their careers. When we see a rock star, we 
sce the market part of rocking. We do not see the work and the sweat that 
goes into the production. We are all familiar with the public manifesta- 
tions of a business: what appears in the market place, the top half of the 
first chart. We are often unfamiliar with what produces the effect, the 
actions and energies that churn below. 

A simple understanding and overview of the quadrants in any natal or 
inception chart instantly reveals its strengths and weaknesses in the 
world of getting things done for profit.

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A chart with a predominance of planets above the horizon is exces- 
sively market driven, All its work is either done in public or done with 
respect to the public. It is service driven, not production driven. 

A government bureaucrat with T rising has all his planets above the 
horizon. He produces nothing but paperwork. The sign positions of his 
planets correspond to above horizon signs which sets up an extremely 
strong synergy of non-productive attitudes and skills. 

A poet has all her planets below the horizon. This enables her to be 
productive in her art. Because the same planets are in Market signs, she 
has been able to build an international reputation. 

As a rule of thumb, the signs represent spontaneous and natural skills. 
Houses represent opportunity and habits, as well as skills demanded and 
shaped by the environment. When the natural skills fall in ‘unnatural” 
Houses, the conflict is, in fact, a bonus in terms of success, You start 
early learning what you do wrong.

A } transit is favorable 
in this area, bringing increased profits, possibilities for expansion, and 
ease in raising capital for new plans and projects. 

A millionaire real estate investor and stock trader has the majority of 
his planets in the fourth quadrant. His business is totally about buying 
and selling in the marketplace. There is no production and no advertis- 
ing. The work consists totally of market research and preparation for 
making trades. Because his sign positions are associated with the first 
quadrant, he is also involved in property acquisition and management. 


QUADRANT I: Acquisition & Exchange 

The first quadrant represents the implementation of the prepara- 
tion/production phase of the business: acquisition. This includes the pur- 
chase of raw materials, machinery and fixed assets that go to creating the 
product. Shipping and receiving and the ability to distribute and coordi- 
nate plans throughout the organization appear in this phase. Not profit 
and loss, however, which is the fourth quadrant. 

Buy! Sell! Aquire!! The first quadrant is the capital ex- 

change phase, where money is traded 

for goods of equal value. In other 
words, no value is lost in the process. 

A predominance of planets in the 
first quadrant or in signs associated 
with this quadrant (T, 8 and II) indi- 
cates a person good at trade and nego- 
tiation, accounting, and coordinating 
various departments within a com- 
pany. Malefics in this quadrant indicate constant money problems, foul- 
ups in communication and transportation, and a lack of purchasing abil- 
ity and accounting sense. 

+s transit through the first quadrant is often the time a person goes 
into business for him or herself. This represents the start-up costs of the 
business, the purchase of space, equipment, and the hiring of people 
needed to make the business go. The rule is that no money must be lost 
during this period or else the whole business will die. Statistics show that 
85% of new businesses fail in the first five years. It takes five years to 
pass through the first two Houses of the first two signs, T and 8 

Any new business must be sufficiently capitalized (fourth quadrant) 
before it is put into existence. Quadrants I and IV attest to the necessity 
of preparation and finance. But, they do not get the job done. 

A young man with a preponderance of planets, eight out of the ten, in 
the first quadrant and in the signs of the fourth quadrant has lived a life 
of perpetual preparation. He has several undergraduate degrees, is skilled 
in art and music, but has never held a full-time job. He accumulates 
knowledge and skill for its own sake. He does not put it to work, The 
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difference between him and the millionaire above, with whom he is an 
inverse image, is that the millionaire was channeled into a family busi- 
ness. This young man was not. The truth is that neither of them produce. 
The other truth is that the millionaire makes money anyway. 

You need not have all the quadrants in your chart filled, but you must 
know how to use the fillings to your advantage. People who have no 
planets or have difficult in the eastern hemisphere do nut fully grasp the 
necessities of the first and fourth quadrants. They are not self-starters or 
planners. They are mote reactive to the challenges and demands of life. 

Spendthrift planets in the first quadrant are not always helpful. They 
incline people to buy equipment they do not need and may never use. 
They build megabuck headquarters, then fight battles with the unions to 
keep wages down. 


QUADRANT II: Manufacturing & Spending 

The second quadrant is the actual manufacturing process. If you are in 
a product-oriented company, this is where the product is made. It is also 
the point where capital is lost. Wages have to be paid, equipment has to 
be repaired. The overwhelming cost in this quadrant is power. Power 
means energy costs whether in the form of oil, electricity, or muscle. 
Power is what is depleted and what begins to drain the capital fund. 

People with benefic planets in the second quadrant are good workers 
and have good relations with the people they employ and with the sup- 
pliers of the materials that are depleted in the process of manufacture. 
People with malefics have difficulties with same. 

The * transit through this quadrant tests 
your staying power, the quality of your goods 
or services, and your ability to combine people 
and equipment to get the job done 

In a service industry, the second quadrant 
relates to the processes of putting reports and 
presentations together, The end result of this 
quadrant is generally tangible. 

The poet mentioned above has a concen- 
tration of planets in the second quadrant and 
almost nothing in Quadrant I. She need noth- 
ing but pencil and paper on which to produce her work. Her energy cost 
is brain power (7). 

In a large corporation, you are best suited to departments that favor 
the House and sign positions of your ©, ), and Ascendant. These are 
your gifts and talents. 

In your own business, you do well with the above and also where 
your Ascendant, ¥, 9, and 4 are placed. You have problems with », o’, 
MK, ¥ and P. 

If you are a sole proprietor or professional, your o” and 4 must reside 
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in self-starting/productive signs or Houses, or you must have benefics 
well placed or strong 4 and ) to enhance market demand or your under- 
standing of marker needs. If not, you have insufficient discipline to get 
anything done and insufficient luck to succeed anyway. 

If you are a creative person, an artist in any field, you must also have 
a strong o" and %, either by sign or House. If not, you do not have the 
stamina to discipline yourself to produce in good times and bad. 

The chef-owner of a restaurant has ©, ), and benefics above the hori- 
zon: a marketing success, good food and satisfied customers, no problem 
with competition. Malefics below the horizon indicate poor food pur- 
chasing practices and excessive waste, a disorganized kitchen, and unde- 
pendable help. No one makes money, no matter how wonderful the 
product or service if purchasing and production are in chaos. 


QUADRANT III: Presentation & Loss 

The third quadrant is the market side of production: packaging, ad- 
vertising, and consultants for problem solving, the competition and what 
they produce. It is also how you get your products to the market place. 

Predominance of good planets in this area or signs associated with it 
(=, Ml, #) indicate an ability to sell yourself or your product, a predilec- 
tion for consulting, and a tendency to get into debt. If you start to lose 
capital during the manufacturing process in the second quadrant, you 
either run out of money or have to borrow when you reach this quadrant. 
Here are the unanticipated expenses caused by breakdowns or stiff com- 
petition, demands of wholesalers, missing links in the distribution 
chain... 

Malefics in this quadrant by transit or in the natal chart create prob- 
lems of market entry. The * transit through this segment will force you 
to present yourself against stiff competition and show yourself to be su- 
perior. It is one of the more difficult quadrants for the independent entre- 
preneur to master. The competition kills you. Your consultants are 
worthless. Your equipment breaks down. You go into debt. 

In this quadrant you usually need help or give help. Benefics give you 
good help and good advice. You make money from giving help and ad- 
vice. You help people with their entry into the market or with their unan- 
ticipated costs of production that they cannot mend themselves. 

As in the second quadrant, 4 can mean excessive expenditures and 
too much debt, » can mean not spending enough to put your product or 
service ahead of the competition. You are stingy with advertising. 

An electrical parts distributor has a predominance of planets in Quad- 
rant III and in the signs of the western hemisphere. He performed as an 
intermediary and facilitator of other people’s products and their product 
needs. The third quadrant represents consultants and connectors. Lawyers 
provide legal advice. Publishers act as an intermediary between the writer and 
the reader. Advertising agencies connect the product and the customer. 
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OUTSIDE THE BUSINESS 

Quadrant IV is the actual marketplace. The product on the shelves, 
and the sales and service. 

Malefics in the fourth quadrant mean difficulties finding customers or 
having problems establishing a means to serve and service them. Bene- 
fics mean a good feel for what people want and need and how to provide 
it for them, good relations with retailers. 

This quadrant has no fire signs in it. Once your product or service is 
in the market place you have no power over it. You must wait for the 
response. Within your company, no power is necessary. You can design 
anything you want, provided you have acquired the capital from the mar- 
ket. If the design does not incorporate the demands of the other quad- 
rants, the business will have hard times ahead. 

+ passing through Quadrant IV can mean problems with customers or 
the problem of what to do when you have too much success, It usually 
indicates a need to streamline the retail end of the business, renegotiate 
contracts with your outlets, sometimes close stores, and beef up customer 

service. 
With just a quick glance at any 
Demand South Chart, by planet placement in the 
quadrants, much can be gleaned 
Horizon about how a person operates as a 
productive entity in the world of 
doing and earning. 

A doctor with ¥ in the first 
quadrant has impossible book- 
keeping methods. 4% and ) in 
Quadrant II give him excellent skills. With % in Quadrant Ill, he simply 
refuses to deal with market entry processes: conventional practices and 
procedures in the implementation of his skills, building a good reputa- 
tion, positioning himself with respect to doctors with whom he is in 
competition. He has the rest of his planets, including o” and P, in the 
fourth quadrant. There is an eager market for his skills (surgery) but he is 
incapable of delivering the service needed to keep Ease West 
his patients healthy and well. Talent is not enough. ites 
Bedside manner would help.

CONTRACTORS & PRODUCTS RE ORGAO 

If you are in a business that services a corporation, an emphasis in the 
first quadrant will put you in the ficld of mining, agriculture, and selling 
heavy equipment, construction, and land. You are a supplier. If your sec- 
ond quadrant is highlighted, you may engage the corporation to manu- 
facture a product for you, deal with jobbers, and provide energy, run an 
employment agency or a union 

A distinction must be made between energy costs and materials. 
Theoretically, in the process of production, materials never lose their 
value. Even though there may be waste, the application of a design to the 
material increases its value. At worst, it is a wash. On the other band, 
energy is depleted and must be constantly renewed and paid for. In the 
second quadrant energy is not simply the gas, coal, oil, wood, or elec- 
tricity that powers the machines, but 
the muscle of unskilled labor. 

With several bodies in the third 
quadrant you may be a consultant, a 
lawyer, a maintenance and repair 
person, an advertising agency, a 
wholesaler or a distributor. You may 
also be in a government position that 
regulates business activity. You may 
NW own or be employed in a trucking 

company or as a long-distance car- 
Ic rier. You may also be an investment 
Fig H: Products banker or employed in a job that 
deals with arranging finance, particularly in the form of debt. 

If you are a Quadrant IV person you deal on the retail level, direct 
customer contact, customer research, and customer service. You may 
also be part of a financial institution, an investment banker, fund raiser, 
stock salesman or broker. You could be an independent laboratory, en- 
gaged in scientific research. 


Machinery 
Raw Materials 
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TASKS: 

In Quadrant I you are the purchasing agent, accountant, or the clerk 
who posts the day-to-day transactions. You are a secretary, a truck 
driver employed by the company to get the goods from the supplier to 
the factory or from the factory to the dis- 
tributor and back. 

In Quadrant II you are the quality 
control man, the stoker of the fires, the 
watch engineer, the plant manager, the 
foreman, the operator of the machine, the 
laborer. 

In Quadrant III you are the guy who 
goes to the bank and gets a loan. You 
take care of the waste and repair. You are the interface between consult- 
ants and management, between the government and the company, be- 
tween the distribution channels, the advertising agency and the product. 
You are the trainer or the chief of a subsidiary or major party in a cartel. 

In Quadrant IV you are comptroller and the finance officer, the allo- 
cator of cash, the master of profit and loss, the CEO or a member of the 
executive board. You may also be an engineer figuring ways to spend 
that money: dreaming up designs for the car of the future or a cure for 
the common cold. 

Above the horizon you raise money or figure out how to spend it. 
Below the horizon you spend money and try to make it pay. 

Of course, we must always do both. Most of us make choices of 
whether to follow our impulses, our signs. or our opportunitics, our 
Houses. 

A man with a predominance of planets above the horizon and in 
fourth quadrant signs, went with his © rising and became a research 
chemist for a camera and film company. He would have been better in 
marketing. He has not advanced very far in his many years with the 
company. He would rather be sailing. Our perennial student should be in 
a profession where studying is intrinsic to the task: scholar, stock market 
analyst and trader, or writer. Because he naturally shuns the market place 
by House, he may do well by creating a market empire from within. 

Specific planets, signs, and Houses do give a fine edge to inter- 
pretation. Without the overview, we do not know what they refine. 


Part Il: THE HOUSES 


People’s expressions of their planetary energies are always at a cross- 
roads: their Houses or their signs. Signs show a natural talent and incli- 
nation. Houses indicate the pigeonholes Mother Nature had in mind. The 
signs are what we know. The Houses are what we are forced to learn. 
Because most of us opt for a steady income from a steady job, knowing 
where we fit in our companies and what we naturally overlook in our 
businesses can help us maintain our steadiness on the path to success. 
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The quadrants are the settings for the broad concerns of any business. 
The quadrants are the operations. The Houses are the tasks, sectors, and 
departments of which they are comprised. 

We are all familiar with the signs and their meanings, with the House 
with which each sign is associated, and their planetary lights and shad- 
ows. Because a business, whether it is a corporation or a corner store, is a 
combination of action and goods, we are going to go behind the signs 
and work with their basic construction: the four elements and the three 
modes. 

The elements represent the resources with which any productive en- 
tity must work. Fire represents energy. Earth is the material. Air is the 
human element, intelligence. Water is sense, the connection to the pres- 
ent, past and future, time, getting with the flow. 

The modes reflect the type of action that is taken. Cardinality repre- 
sents activation and oversight: directing activity towards a predetermined 
goal and keeping it on course. Fixity is keeping the process under con- 
trol, doing al! the caretaking business that enables a process to proceed. 
Mutability is the motion of transfer, applying design, exchanging assets, 
distributing information, the work 


QUADRANT ONE: Exchange 

The first quadrant represents the union of plans made in Quadrant IV 
with materials purchased in Quadrant 1, the preliminary steps to the 
creation of a product. 


1* House: Cardinal Fire, T. The energy to get things started. 

The first House represents the stimulating force that transforms onc 
set of assets into another set. It is the identity of a company or corpora- 
tion, the entity which conducts business with other businesses. It is the 
initiation and preparation phase of production. 

Cardinal signs and angular Houses always represent management. 
The first House is the Chief of Operations, the head of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, the middle manager who sees that all predetermined 
plans are connected to the whole—not as a company but as a production 
operation. 


2" House: Fixed Earth, 8. Total asset value. 

The second House is the raw material that will be transformed into a 
new product, money in the bank, cash reserves, the value of all buildings 
and machinery; in short, any asset that can be sold or exchanged for an- 
other asset. It is the money allotted to the project or production that will 
be distributed throughout the various departments of the company or will 
be exchanged with suppliers for goods that will enable the production. 
The 2™ House is capital investment. In a broad sense, it covers the eco- 
nomic concept of Rent, the material costs of doing business. 
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The people associated with the second House are caretakers and 
controllers, the purchasing agent, and all who function as accountants. 
Succedent Houses and fixed signs represent staff functions. These are 
comprised of people with professional expertise, who do not have the 
power to make decisions. 


3™ House: Mutable Air, Il. Information linkage and exchange. 

The third House represents the actual process of exchange, whether it 
is of information, goods, or information about goods (IInd) as opposed to 
the actual directives to perform the process (Ist). 

Included in the 3" House: shipping and receiving, secretarial pool, 
distribution and coordination of plans, 
contracts with suppliers. It is obvious of ele 
that this sector has much to do with _ 
paperwork and with the people who 
facilitate the paperwork, as befits the 
House associated with II. 

3" House people work in the ac- 
quisition and internal distribution process: secretaries, truck drivers, 
stock-room boys, switchboard operators, and computer operators. The 
difference between 2" and 3" House people has to do with their profes- 
sional standing. The 2™ House is the accountant. The 3" House is the 
clerk. One writes in the ledger, the other knows what it means. 

Mutable signs and cadent Houses represent the Labor element, no 
matter how well educated or whether salaried or not. Labor transfers a 
design put in place by management. Staff sces that the design remains 
constant and the production stable. 

Each quadrant represents a process and is made up of the three fun- 
damental activities associated with any process: managing-cardinality, 
caretaking-staff-fixity, and doing-worker-mutability. 

The creation of the first quadrant is a storehouse of raw materials 
and/or property that is the result of an exchange, the paperwork associ- 
ated with that exchange, movement of the goods from one place to an- 
other, and the distribution of intelligence throughout the corporation. 
This results in: 


UADRANT TWO: Manufacture 

4° House: Cardinal Water, €&. The conditions that enable new activity. 

Before one can manufacture, one must have a location. The 4"" House 
represents the real estate and the buildings in which the business and the 
business of manufacture are conducted. There is much confusion in the 
astrological literature as to the roles of the 2" and 4" Houses, especially 
in Horary Astrology. Specifically they both mean the same thing. The 
2" House represents buildings and d machinery as assets that could con- 
ceivably be turned into cash. The 4” House represents buildings and ma- 
chinery as facilities to operate the business and manufacture the goods. 
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The plant is as much an enabling factor as is the plant manager, who 
is also represented by the fourth House, the overseer and director of the 
Process of manufacture. As a result of the transaction of Quadrant I, the 
4" House becomes the supplier of raw materials, the raw materials them- 
selves, and also feeds the machinery that will transform the raw material 
into new products. 

Astrologers are often accused of being slippery in their interpretations 
because of this constant adjustment of meaning relative to the process or 
event under consideration. The scientific mind seeks one symbol, one 
meaning. In fact as in life, processes and symbols are not static but 
evolve as life and the process continues. There is a vast difference be- 
tween plant machinery as something to be traded for something new and 
plant machinery that is in operation. The first is a static entity (6) with a 
specific market value. The second is a dynamic entity with the capacity 
to produce a relatively unlimited storehouse of value, the product. Thus, 
the 2" House is asset value, and the 4" House sets the scene for value 
added. 


5" House. Fixed Fire, 2. Constant energy input. 

If we look at the process of manufacture, we can see that there are 
three fundamental requirements: the place and the machinery; the energy 
and the muscle to make it go; and the plans, designs, and procedures that 

create the products—the specs. 

As a power House, the 5" represents all forms 
of energy: oil, coal, gas, hydro to run the machines, 
and in the old days the muscles of men and animals 
that ran the machines or acted as machines them- 

os selves. The 5“ House represents, what economists 
bt call Wages, which are really consumable assets, 
therefore costs, that add value to the product. 

To understand this a little better, when you ex- 
change your money for raw materials in the first quadrant, there is no 
loss of value, unless you make very poor trades. If a computer costs 
$8,000, the value of $8,000 still resides within the computer as a working 
asset. You don’t lose any money until you try to sell it; but you don’t sell 
it in the second quadrant, you use it. Technically, you still have $8,000- 
worth of computer. Likewise, your raw materials simply replace the 
money you spent to acquire them. What really costs in Quadrant II is the 
energy expenditure: the cost of fuel, whether animal, vegetable or min- 
eral; human or otherwise. 

Thus, the 5" House represents the struggle to maintain and add value. 
This can he done by whipping your workers for slave wages, by in- 
creasing productivity, by replacing expensive (human) energy sources 
with cheaper ones, by increasing the quality of the process and the prod- 
uct. 
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In addition to wages and the cost of fuel, the 5" House represents 
quality control. As quality control it represents the people in charge of 
monitoring quality and the expenditure of energy, the time-study men, 
the foremen, watch engineers, and people who actually run the machin- 
ery. To understand this a bit better it is necessary to examine the 6" 
House. 

6" House: Mutable Earth, I. Transformation of material. 

In the stage of technological development where animals and men are 
indistinct from the energy expended in the process of producing a prod- 
uct, the 6" House is naturally identified with workers and animals. Be- 
cause today’s machines are run by intelligence more than muscle, this 
identification begins to break down. Thus, the 6" House is the applica- 
tion of the plan to the material. There are no air signs in the second quad- 
rant, so there is no new application of human intelligence in this sector of 
the corporation. The intelligence was created in the fourth quadrant and 
distributed in the first. 

In assigning people to the 5" and 6" Houses we must decide whether 
the man is a part of the machine or does he direct the machine? A com- 
puter operator produces from a machine what he wills to produce. A 
drill-press operator works with a machine to produce output to spec, 

The 6" House represents animals, machines, and laborers who work 
in harmony to create a product to spec. The 5" House represents the peo- 
ple who make them do this, and who enable them to adhere to the plan: 
the plant staff and foremen. The 4" House represents the conditions in 
which they work and the people who create and direct those conditions: 
plant managers. 

The result of the second quadrant is not a product that goes directly to 
market, but a product to be packaged and marketed 


QUADRANT III: Marketing 
7" House: Cardinal Air, =. Stimulating intelligence 

Since the third quadrant begins the process that puts the product in the 
marketplace, the seventh House is where the process of marketing be- 
gins. The process begins with knowledge of the marketplace, the compe- 
tition, and with any outside assistance needed to bring the product to its 
final destination, a place that enables a sale. 

The 7" House represents one’s competitors, all consultants who bring 
a special knowledge to the corporation from outside, and services that 
must be purchased. it also includes people who work within the corpora- 
tion, whose task it is to make sure the corporation complies with and 
suits external conditions that relate to the corporation’s power to bring its 
product to market. 

The people of? the 7* are consultants, temporary troubleshooters, spe- 
cialists in human relations, negotiators, and arbitrators. The seventh 
House also represents all outside contractual agreements: partnerships, 
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cartels, and trade agreements that enable one’s product to reach its final 
destination, including wholesalers. 

In the final analysis, the 7" House directs the strategy of the competi- 
tive playing field (as opposed to customer needs) and solves the prob- 
lems created by the previous processes, including breakdowns, loss of 
assets, litigation. The chief of marketing oversees the packaging of the 
product to make it more attractive than that of its competitors. The chief 
of public relations plans strategies to further the company’s standing in 
its community. 


8" House. Fixed Water, Ml. Holding firm in spire of conditions. 

If your machinery breaks down, you restore it to health in the eighth 
House. If you run out of money, you take out a loan or issue new stocks. 
The 8" also represents a loss of value to the product through the in- 
creased costs of packaging, loss of sales because of stiff competition, 
increased costs because of labor disputes. If the third quadrant can be 
considered as anything that can go wrong and how to fix is the eighth 
House is what you do to stay alive. 

All maintenance and repair falls under the eighth House, as well as 
large chunks of what might be considered corporate finance, especially 
departments concerned primarily with loans. 

The people of this sector: loan officers, maintenance and repair peo- 
ple, corporate spics. All people who handle crises without changing the 
major direction of the business fall into the 8" House. 


9" House: Mutable Fire, #. The power to distribute. 

Where the third House concerned itself with shipping and receiving, 
primarily what goes in and out the factory door, the ninth House is the 
distribution system itself, especially the networks that your wholesalers 
(7") have created. It governs government regulations that may prevent 
or hinder your ability to distribute your product. It is the advertising that 
propels knowledge of your product into the minds of customers before 
and as your product comes into 
view. 

The ninth House is the ad- 
vertising department, lawyers in 
litigation and doing legal re- 
search, lobbying, and the people 
hired by your contractors who 
get your product to the market 
place 

The third quadrant and its Houses primarily refer to the process of 
Market Entry—getting your product from the factory to the marketplace 
as opposed to and prerequisite to the actual process of selling, which is 
the fourth quadrant 
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QUADRANT IV: Preparation and Sales. 

Within corporate walls the fourth quadrant represents Research and 
Development, allocation of funds, and the high level decisions that result 
in a product being placed in the market place. Outside the corporation, 
Quadrant IV represents the market place and sales that enable the corpo- 
ration to raise money either through sales of product or shares. 


10" House: Cardinal Earth, %. The implementation and creation of 
trading value. 

Outside: the market place, retailers, the company’s reputation. The 
product as it appears to the customer. Inside: top management, the CEO. 

The tenth House represents the ultimate decision-making power: 
whether to proceed with the project (top management); whether to stock 
the shelves with the product (the retailer). A customer may positively 
lust after a product but, without these two decisions, he may never have 
the opportunity to buy. 


11” House: Fixed Air, #. Stabilizing intelligence. 

Since people are the only carriers of inherent intelligence, we could 
also call this House stabilizing people. These stabilizing people fall into 
two groups: customers and sharcholders, the only legitimate sources of 
capital in a capitalist organization 

The true source of wealth for a corporation is knowledge of customer 
needs, whether those customers are shareholders or buyers of the prod- 
uct—in short, customer satisfaction. Quadrant III was knowledge of 
market conditions and the state of the competition. Quadrant IV is 
knowledge of customer needs, the source and motivation for sales. 

The eleventh House represents money that is constantly being raised 
to enable new productions and keep old ones alive, either through profits 
or sales of stock. Thus, the 11" is the Comptroller, the Treasurer, the 
Chief of Sales, and the Head of Customer Research. True, customer and 
market research are often Jumped under the same category, but they are 
not the same. Nor are finance, profits, and equity sales the same. Equities 
are, in fact, a different kind of debt, and belong in the eighth House. 
Their effect is and their sales are implemented in the marketplace, 11". 

Because stock sales create ownership, they belong in the eleventh 
House, the people who are the stabilizing force in the organization. 
Owners of shares and a pool of satisfied customers enable the corpora- 
tion to perform and profit. Profit is the 11"" House, money from the mar- 
ket place, that is, profit and loss. Inside, the 11'" House is profit. Outside, 
the 11" House is sales. 


12" House: Mutable Water, 1. changing conditions. 

Two conditions change in the marketplace: customer interests and 
needs, and products that are returned. The twelfth House includes all 
Customer Service activities, assistance in learning how to use the prod- 
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uct, remuneration for defective merchandise, and the means of returning 
unsold goods. 

Within the corporation it is the Research and Development that keeps 
abreast and ahead of market needs. All designs and plans, before they 
are implemented, fall into the twelfth House. The function of the fourth 
quadrant is to select the plans and raise money to fund them, and to allo- 
cate all monies received into salaries, wages, dividends, rents, invest- 
ments, and material goods. 

Quadrant IV represents the executive decisions to proceed with manu- 
facture. The twelfth House represents the predetermined design and the 
plans, organization and distribution system that informs the entire opera- 
tion, in turn enabling the acquisition of matcrials and the distribution of 
plans in the first quadrant. Engineers, customer service representatives, 
researchers, and planners are the workers of the twelfth House. Top 
management and retailers are their directors. 

The customer is the stabilizer, whether he buys the product or stuck. 
The staff of Quadrant IV are primarily associated with being the liaison 
between the business, the people who own it, and the people it serves. 
They are the people who raise the cash and make the ultimate account- 
ings of profit and loss. 

If you have signs that correlate to the various departments you will 
have a natural feel for what has to be done in a given situation. If your 
houses correlate to the corporate norm, you may be thrust into those de- 
partments whether or not you have a natural flair for them, the ultimate 
on-the-job training. You may land in a managerial job without natural 
managerial talent. You may end up a worker, who is bossed by someone 
who cannot sce the forest for the trees and spends more time telling you 
bow to do your job, instead of what to do and when. 

If you understand that the entire chart represents all of the actions that 
are required to maintain a successful business, you will have a better un- 
derstanding of what kinds of pcople you need to compensate for your 
deficiencies. You will have more confidence to press ahead in areas 
where you are strong. If a House is empty in your natal chart, it gives 
you no particular advantage one way or another; but it does indicate that 
you subordinate the interests and necessities of that House to the interests 
and necessities where its ruling planet resides. This can lead you to make 
some poor decisions. All functions are necessary. All Houses, like all 
slots, must be filled. 

In the last of this three-part series we will discuss who is a manager 
and who is not. To be successful as an entrepreneur or as an up-and- 
comer in an organization, you must know your place and your ability to 
fill it. None of us is everything, but the wise person will hire or attach 
himself to someone who has what he lacks. 
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III THE CORPORATE WORK FORCE 

So far we have defined the corporation as a set of operations, and 
identified the departments and tasks within those operations. Now we 
will fit you into your appropriate task, according to your mindset, how 
you process the data of your experience, act and react to your circum- 
stances, and draw conclusions. 

Every operation and every business is made up of three fundamental 
components: something is done on something to produce a result. To knit 
a sweater, a design is applied to wool by a knitter. To drive a car an en- 
ergy system applied to metal and fuel is directed by a driver. 

The basic components are director, substance, and implementation of 
a design. They relate to the three basic tasks of people in a business: di- 
recting/managers; asscts/maintenance and control/staff; and application 
of design/labor. 

Cardinal Signs represent management towards a result. Fixed Signs 
represent asset maintenance and control, professionals with accounting 
and troubleshooting expertise. Mutable Signs represent Labor, who im- 
plement the designs and processes, created or modified by the previous 
too. 

Our natural inclination for the particular type of task is determined by 
the mindset, how we process and judge the data of our experience. 

People process data in three ways: with their eyes, with their feelings, 
and with their minds. Let’s call them the three V's: Visual, Visceral, and 
Verbal. 

The Cardinal Signs, T, &, + and %, are Visual. 

The Fixed Signs, 8, Q, TM and #, are Visceral. 

The Mutable Signs, II, Il, ~ and X, are Verbal. 

Traditionally the © and the ) rule the sight, the left and right sides of 
the body, the essential male and female sides of the psyche. In reverse 
order they rule the right and left sides of the brain. Thus, our mental 
stance is revealed on the chart by the Signs of the © and the ). The O is 
how you react to your context when you are in a position of power and 
control. The ) is how you read when you feel vulnerable. 

Since there are only two lights by which to guide our decisions, we 
see that nobody naturally and spontaneously uses all three Modes. Some 
use two if their Suns and Moons are in different Modes. Some use only 
one. To complicate matters the Ascendant is what we end up doing, 
which accounts for the great chasms between what some people say and 
what they do. The Ascendant is not the mental process, it is how we are 
conditioned by our experience, what we are often forced to do or ac- 
knowledge in spite of what we think. If the missing Mode is on the As- 
cendant, you will be thrust into conditions for which you have no natural 
ability. Either you learn, or fail. The end result for everybody is extreme 
difficulty in communication. We all place different values on the data of 
our experience. 
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THE CARDINAL MENTALITY 

Cardinal Signs are results ori- 
ented, live in a very narrow frame- 
work of today, and see the world in 
black and white: something is done 
or it is not done; what you say, what 
you mean, how you feel, is totally 
irrelevant. Either you take an action to get what you want or you don’t 
really want it. 

Cardinal Signs do not respect their own feelings, and certainly not 
anyone else’s, it is more important to do than to feel or to think. This is 
why a watery Sign like &, is always trying to do things to feel better, and 
never stops to consider whether they want to do what they are doing to 
achieve that effect: result, the effect may not be worth the misery it took 
to achieve it. 

The key notion with Cardinal: What? What is happening? What needs 
to be done? 


THE FIXED MENTALITY 

Fixed Signs work from their own feeling response to any situation: I 
like it; I don’t like it; it feels good: it doesn’t feel good. They have a 
reputation for being stubborn because they are the only Signs that listen 
to their own bodies for answers as to what is good or bad for them. They 
have strong memories and a great respect for the past. If they didn’t like 
something yesterday, they won’t like it today; and certainly they will not 
go out of their way to test it tomorrow, no matter what the variation. 
They build bodies of knowledge and expertise by memorization. They do 
not like to re-memorize new sets of data and techniques 

The key notion with Fixed mentalities is How? How can this be done, 
not as technique but with comfort, efficiency and correctly, so the fewest 
possible mistakes will be made. In other words, we know what worked in 
the past, lets do it the same way again. 


THE MUTABLE MENTALITY 

Mutable Signs are concerned with comparisons and analysis, right 
and wrong, good, better and best. They want and need explanations, they 
are always looking to see whether A is better than B 
or some as yet unfound C may be better still. Mutables 
want to know why. They are wonderful at criticism, 
less skillful at figuring out what should be done, be- 
forehand. They are excellent at fitting pieces together 
and sceing how A relates to B. They live in the future, 
expecting that if Ieft to their own devices things will 
change by themselves. They believe words. They of- 
ten cannot do something unless they read about it first. 
When they are in trouble the first thing they reach for 
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is a book, the next thing they do is fill out an application to a school. By 
the time they have everything figured out, it is too late. They want to 
talk, they believe what people say. Somewhat naive, they expect people 
to tell the truth. 

The key notion with Mutables is Why? Why did you say that? Why 
did you do that? Why can’t you be reasonable? What should we do? 

It is very easy to see how these Modes correlate with the three pri- 
mary functions of people in a business or corporation. 


MANAGERS; Cardinal types are the natural managers, who set objec- 
tives, and /ook at operations and processes in terms of what needs to be 
done. Because they read motion and body language exceedingly well, 
they are the first to spot any motions that do not meet directives. They 
are the natural overseers, who are able to make on-the-spot judgments 
and adjustments of any plan, not on purpose. They are sufficiently insen- 
sitive to feelings to order people about. Because they inefficiently read 
alternatives and options, they are less likely to be overly concerned with 
the process itself. Whatever works is sufficient 


STAFF: Fixed Signs are the natural staff people, those who keep the or- 
ganization operating according to plan, who assist managers with their 
special expertise, and who are dependable, loyal, and do as they are told. 
Accounting types, anywhere from the comptroller to the head book- 
keeper; troubleshooters, on staff or as consultants; personnel types; mar- 
keting specialists; and so on. Because these people have special exper- 
tise, and because they are often promoted into managerial positions, there 
is a great deal of confusion. Fixed Signs try to control an operation. They 
do not manage it, shift objectives when conditions change, or present 
their notions in an orderly and understandable way. They are “do it my 
way or else” types. 


WORKERS: Mutables are the natural workers. They preoccupy them- 
selves with motion and design, the process by which an objective is 
reached. They are the communicators and connectors of an enterprise, 
the analysts of plans gone awry, the projectors of an organization’s fu- 
ture: researchers, planners, promoters, and salesmen. Once they are told 
what has to be accomplished they are excellent at figuring out how to do 
it. They are less skilled at secing what needs to be done, until affer the 
mistake has been made. A new and confusing situation has arisen in the 
modern corporation because of the phenomenon of the Knowledge 
Worker. As jobs become more and more highly skilled, the expertise of 
the worker appears to be the same as the expertise of the staff person. 
The key to the difference is the accouterment. A worker usually operates 
a machine—be it a typewriter, a computer, or a truck. The expertise of 
the staff person is usually in his bead. The staff person gives it to the 
manager to help him direct. He gives it to the worker to put it in material form. 
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HIERARCHIES: Because Staff people often have workers/clerks to im- 
plement their activities, they often look like managers. Because Man- 
agement is often built on a hierarchical model, managers are subordinate 
to one another. Because Workers often are more intelligent and even 
more expert than both managers and staff, their academic credentials 
demand managerial remuneration without the headaches that go with 
being responsible for the outcome. 

Very simply: Cardinal/Managerial types are responsible for results. 

Fixed/Staff types are responsible for producing the data and materials 
which foster better managerial resu/ts. 

Worker/Mutable types are responsible for the process by which data, 
materials, and direction are transformed into excellent managerial results. 


COMBINATION TYPES: 

Cardinal/Fixed; This is a good position for going into business for 
oneself or taking a managerial position in a well-established corporation. 
This type has a good grasp of business fundamentals and what to do to 
keep a business going. It can become overly wed to the concepts and 
techniques that gave it its first success and may not adequately shift with 
changing times. Cardinal/Fixed types need a good partner with the for- 
ward vision and implementation abilities of a Mutable type or, at least, 
needs to heed and hire people who are adept at analysis and communica- 
tion. 

Cardinal/Mutable: A one-man band, this person knows what needs to 
be done and how to do it. A great improviser, he has little respect for the 
past and often jumps into situations with little or no expertise. However, 
he is quickly on-the-job trained. This type is good in a new enterprise or 
in managerial positions that require fresh perspectives and innovation, In 
a business for themselves, they need steady people, Fixed partners or 
employees, who will keep the books and do the repetitive work that 
guarantee stability and continuity. 

Fixed/Mutable: These are the ideal staff people: flexible and commu- 
nicative with a specialized knowledge and expertise. They are able to 
articulate the manager’s objectives. They are able to troubleshoot and 
repair, In business for themselves they fail to read the signs of failure, 
often persist in failing businesses because of their determination and their 
fundamental optimism. They think the future will take care of things— 
stay long enough and something could turn the tide. They expect to com- 
municate once and put everything on automatic. They hate to keep telling, 
people over and over what to do. In business they need Cardinal partners 
to do the overseeing. In a corporation they should never be put into 
managerial positions just to justify a deserved managerial wage. 

People who have two Modes of mental perception find it much easier 
to recognize and mimic the missing Mode, particularly if one of their 
Modes is Mutable, which enables them to understand the logic of other 
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perceptions. Fixed Modes can acquire process skills through their educa- 
tion. Once they memorize something it is theirs forever. Cardinal Modes 
have little difficulty if they state their objectives and let Fixed and Muta- 
ble Modes figure out the resources and the means. Problems only arise 
when people, no matter what their role in business, think that their way is 
the only one. 


SINGLE TYPES: 

Because all single types are born close to New, Full, or Quarter 
Moons they have natural difficulties in dealing with people because their 
male and female halves are at odds or because the O/ego has blotted the 
) sensitivity. Because they have only one mental Mode, it is extremely 
difficult for them to grasp different points of view. Do not forget that 
although people may share a Mode in common, that Mode expresses it- 
self in four different Elements. The menial process is the same, but the 
ground on which the decision or judgment is made is different. Both T 
and @ will agree that something is wrong and that something needs to he 
done. T wants it done right now. % wants it done right, Thus single types 
run into conflict with other mental Modes and also fight Elemental bat- 
tles inside and outside themselves. 

Cardinal alone does too much, It always thinks that something has to 
be dome immediately. It does not wait for the right moment, the right 
method, or the right people to coalesce. 

Fixed alone over-controls. They tough it out in the same old way, no 
matter what the conditions or time. 

Mutable alone over-thinks. They have too many things going at one 
time, do not focus on the most important things at hand, do not take the 
time to set up stable systems or realistic objectives. 

In the long run, a business large or small is an organization of people 

and materials to achieve an objective. Manag- 


me ers and Cardinals have doing minds that think 
t a in terms of objectives. Staff and Fixed people 
Pes have the background and expertise keep the 


people and materials in order. Workers and 
Mutables are the organizers and achievers of 
the productive goal. 

Just as perception is incomplete without the 
input of all three Modes, a business is incom- 
plete without the knowledge, vision, and skills 
of the three orders of people who keep it going. 
One day perhaps, with greater understanding of 
our personal intellectual limitations and of the 

value of those who fill positions apparently beneath those who direct 
them, we will eliminate the adversarial nature of management and labor 
and restore American industry and expertise to its former glory. @ 
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Two books, both of which should be essential references for anyone 
interested in applying astrology to making money in the stock market. 
One deals with the immensely important overall trend of the market, the 
other with identifying which specific stocks to buy. Use them in combi- 
nation; where one leaves off the other begins. 


The Ultimate Book on Stock Market Timing, Vol. 2: 
Geocosmic Correlations to Investment Cycles 
by Raymond A. Merriman

Volume 1, Cycles & Patterns in Indexes, was briefly reviewed in Con- 
siderations XIII: 1. It contains an exhaustive study of all known cycles 
effecting the US and Japanese stock markets. The present volume contin- 
ues from where the previous volume ended, demonstrating that these gen- 
erally accepted cyclic fluctuations of the market are highly correlated with 
specific aspects between pairs of planets. 

The planets used are 4 and *, in aspect to cach other and to ¥, ¥ and 
B. The aspects examined are the major ones, namely ¢, *, 4, O and ® 
(waxing and waning aspects are treated separately) for 4 aspects, and 
these plus the waxing and waning 2 and Q for » aspects. Ray identifies 
the date and Zodiacal position when each of these aspects occurred, de- 
scribes the associated market movement at the time, and decides*whether 
or not it is connected with an underlying four-year or greater cycle. 

For example, the waxing % 0 , which we will experience again this 
summer, previously occurred at five times: in 1770-71, 1818-19-20, 
1860-61-62, 1909-10 and 1951-52. From his analysis of the associated 
movement of the market, the Ray concludes that this aspect is correlated 
to a four-year or greater cycle in US stock prices, hitting either a top or 
trough within three months of the aspect being exact. He also notes that 
this particular "geocosmic signature" (a euphemism used for the benefit of 
the book's potential audience) is correlated with very powerful mundane 
events, such as wars. In addition to this commentary, Ray computes indi- 
ces of the aspect's relative strength and consistency in terms of the prob- 
ability that it is defining a market top or bottom 
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The results of this exhaustive analysis are exciting. The two strongest 
aspects are 4 o XX and * ° X, both of which he finds to be consistently 
associated with comparable market activity over the 200-year period. He 
also finds another fourteen aspects that similarly have a 100% correlation 
to four-year or greater cycles in the US stock market. 

Others in the past, Thomas Reider is one example, have attempted to 
relate interplanetary aspects to changes in the market. Ray Merriman's 
innovation is to relate these same aspects to the underlying cycles that 
drive the market rather than to its up-down ephemeral fluctuations. 

Having identified which interplanetary aspects correlate with which of 
the different underlying cycles (these were clearly defined in Volume 1), 
Ray provides several detailed examples of how, when more than one is 
occurring in the same period, as will frequently occur, these "causal" as- 
pects and cycles can be combined to explain past trends and to predict 
future fluctuations in the overall market. 

There is an enormous amount of valuable information provided here. 
It is presented in an easy-to-follow manner with ample commentary. No 
prior knowledge of astrology is required, indeed this book is aimed at in- 
vestors and traders (hence its hefty price), not at astrologers. Nonetheless, 
the more one knows about the underlying symbolism of the planets in- 
volved and the inherent meaning of the different aspects within each inter- 
planetary aspect cycle, the better one can appreciate the validity of the 
results that are given in this book. 

Mastering the contents of the current volume and combining it with the 
cycles described in the previous one is not a simple task. But then making 
money in the markets is not easy either. Use of this book should make the 
task easier. It is highly recommended for all financial astrologers.

Bill Meridian's Planetary Stock Trading

This is a revised and updated edition, the original publication having 
been reviewed in Considerations X: 3. 

Planetary Stock Trading is a method Bill Meridian has developed that 
determines the future direction of an individual stock's price based on the 
horoscope set for the time that stock was first traded on an exchange. 

Since 1995, when this book first appeared, I have made extensive use 
of Meridian's approach and have used transits and progressions to first 
trade charts in determining which stocks should rise or fall in price in the 
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upcoming months. While my own analyses of these charts have not al- 
ways produced perfect predictions, I can now ignore the recommendations 
of shelf-clearing brokers and choose stocks whose charts relate positively 
to my own and for which I foresee an increase in price. I've discovered 
that stock picking by astrology is both fun and profitable. 

This new and revised edition is in two main sections. The first, Case 
Studies & Methodology, has now doubled in size from what it was in the 
original, many more examples have been added. There is now an ex- 
panded section on technical analysis, together with an explanation, with 
examples, of how the price movement of entire industry groups should be 
assessed. The other main section contains the first trade charts for some 
thousand stocks. This has been fully revised. 255 stocks have been 
dropped as no longer being traded due to takeover or bankruptcy. Others 
are sidelined as infrequently traded. They are replaced by interesting new 
issues such as Netscape and Yahoo, and by new features that provide the 
first trade charts of selected Mutual Funds, UK stocks and main financial 
institutions (Federal Reserve, NASDAQ, etc.). 

I was pleased to see that Bill had retained his excellent appendix that 
separately lists each planet by its longitude in each of these First Trade 
charts, sorted in zodiacal sequence. I have found this to be especially use- 
ful when wanting to quickly identify potential winners and losers. Know- 
ing, for example, that will station in May in the 17" degree of #, refer- 
ence to the appendix shows that potential high risers due to this station 
occurring on their natal 4 include the metals company ASARCO and the 
British chemical company the BOC Group. It then takes only a few min- 
utes to examine the charts of these indicated companies and to check that 
aspects from other transiting planets and the progressions confirm these 
potential uplifts in value. After checking on companies triggered by this 
o \, one then looks at trines from this station, and so on 

Investing one's hard-earned savings in the market is something few can 
afford to tackle lightly. There is always the potential risk of loss. Intelli- 
gent and patient use of the first trade charts and the insights that are pro- 
vided in this revised edition of Bill Meridian's Planetary Stock Trading 
might just provide the positive edge for which we are all searching. 
Highly recommended.

N THE WINTER of 1998 I made a detailed research into the pri- 
mary directions of William Lilly as given in his Christian Astrology, 
1647, (republished by Regulus Publishing Co. in 1985), pages 487- 


831. 


The results were published in March 1998 in my own journal, Zhe 
Primary Directions, and in the February 1999 issue of Considerations, 
This article was not technical in as much as it did not expound the exact 


math algorithm of these directions. 


Now, I will try to explain the algorithm proper.

After their peak in the 16th cen- 
tury even the practitioners of primaries gradually forgot them. The last 
proponent of these directions known to me, was H. Noesselt, who 
worked and lived in Germany in the first half of the 20th century. 

The method of Ptolemy itself was developed further by Placidus in 
the 17th century and later took up his name. Now this method is known 
in the astrological literature as the Placidian Method. 

I call it the Ptolemy-Placidus Method for primary directing. 


illiam Lilly' Sources 

On page 651 of Christian Astrology in the chapter "The Ef- 
fects of Directions’, Lilly states that "At this day we use no 
method in Directions but Argolus..." 

Argolus' book, Tabulae Primi Mobilis, published in Rome in 1610 
(see its title page earlier in this article), is listed by William Lilly in his 
bibliography or ‘Catalogue of Astrological Authors’, on page 834 of 
Christian Astrology. 

In his book Argolus describes and exemplifies the Regiomontanian 
primaries. I was happy to find it and hold it in hands in the Vienna Na- 
tional library in Austria. It is very thick, medium-sized book in Latin, of 
some 700 pages with tables at the end. 
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The tables enabled astrologers to find the numerous intermediate 
variables used in the calculations of the primaries. 

Having this book, Lilly did not need to calculate anything by hand 
except for few simple arithmetic operations of adding and subtracting. 

In the age of no-calculators and no-computers, this was a sine qua 
non for every student of Astrology. 


lestial sphere is in the basis of all primary directions. This appar- 

ent rotation makes day and night, risings, culminations and set- 
tings. Imagine that at a certain moment a child is born and the © is be- 
low the horizon. We ask, how long is it before the © will rise? Let sun- 
rise be in forty minutes. Obviously we have here a clear case of a phe- 
nomenon. The event of the sunrise or the beginning of the new day hap- 
pens forty minutes after the birth of the child. Does this mean anything? 
Yes, if we believe in the theory that short but complete cycles in time 
correspond to longer complete cycles. Let our mathematical symbol for 
this correspondence be . Something like the fractals and the chaos 
theory with which the scientists want to predict the fixture. Then we must 
figure out which are the two cycles we want to consider. The shorter 
one will be clearly the 24-hour apparent rotation of the celestial sphere. 
A fixed point on the sphere will travel a full circle of 360° in about 24 
hours or one day. The longer cycle will obviously be one solar year, 
which is definitely a complete cycle.

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Figure 3: This is the example chart used by Lilly in Christian Astrology, shown 
here in three dimensions. The celestial sphere is watched from the outside. We 
can sce the North Pole around which in 24 hours all points of the sphere circum- 
scribe full circles. These circles are called declinational circles. Any point on 
the celestial sphere moves along its own declination circle due to the apparent 
24-hours rotation of the sphere. 

¢& is still above the western horizon, but soon will set. The time is 2:14 PM.

From (6) 360° =!= 365.24219 years, we obtain, (365.24219 + 360), 

1 degree =!= 1.0145616 solar years (8) 

This is the key (time measure) of Naibod for the conversion of time-ares 
into years of life. 

We can, of course, use the mean solar day in degrees, which is not 
360° but 360.985647°. Then 360.985647° =!= 365.24219 years and 1° 
=!= 1.0117914 solar years (i.e., 365.24219 + 360.985647), which is an- 
other theoretical key to check in practice. Further discussion of the vari- 
ous keys (time measures) is outside the subject of this article. 

So, one complete 24-hour turning of the celestial sphere after the birth 
corresponds to 365.24 years. 

Now, we can start slowly turning the sphere and watch what happen 
and after how long! 

Whether we (a) take all positions of the planets fixed as in the birth- 
sphere or (b) allow them to change in time (as they in fact change due to 
reasons other than the 24-hour rotation) is a question on which I will not 
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dwell now. I think that the second way is more logical and that's what 
Ptolemy appears to have had in mind. However, for the primaries we are 
investigating here, only the position of the ) would vary substantially 
when computed by the first or second manner. 

So, let us start turning the sphere and watch. We see that forty min- 
utes after the birth, the © rises. Immediately we transform this into time 
and get roughly 40 minutes =!= 10 years. This allows us to say that the 
event ‘Sunrise’ that occurred forty minutes after the birth will occur in the 
larger time-cycle ten years after the birth. 

In the same way we can watch all risings, culminations (upper and 
lower) and settings of all of the planets. These would be primary direc- 
tions of the planets to the angles. 

Now refer first to Figure 3 opposite, then to Figure 4 below. 


Figure 4: Now the time is 3:39 PM or 85 minutes after the birth. o is now ex- 
actly on the western horizon. 
85 minutes correspond roughly to 21.25 years, (85 + 4 = 21.25). This means 
that the setting of o* occurs both 85 minutes and 21.25 years after the birth.

The math algorithm for the primaries to the angles is not very com- 
plex and can be found in many books. 

Those who wish to have a thorough understanding of the math in- 
volved here as well as its astronomical meaning, should read my book 
Primary Directions Book 1, where I have explained this in detail. 

Here I will give only the formulae using OA and OD. 
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Figure 5: Zooming in on o and its declinational circle. The path that 
o has to travel in order to reach the western horizon is marked with a 
thick line. This path is a part of its declinational circle. In fact, this is 
the arc of the primary direction o direct to the western horizon or 
Mundo o'd. +DESC .

In my books I give a different and easier-to-understand math algo- 
rithm, but this one is shorter. 


1. If the direction is to the eastern horizon then its directional arc 
(DA) = OA of the promissor (or the point we direct) minus the OA of the 
eastern horizon (or ASC). 
DA = OA prom - OA ASC. 
OA comes from the Latin ascensio obligua (oblique ascension). 


OA prom = RA prom - AD prom. 
RA prom is the Right Ascension of the promissor. AD of the 
promissor is its Ascensional Difference. 


AD prom = aresin [ Tan (Declination of prom.) * Tan ( F ) ] 
F is the geographical latitude of the birthplace. 


OA ASC = RAMC + 90. 


2. If the direction is to the western horizon then its directional arc 
(DA) = OD of the promissor (or the point we direct) minus the OD of the 
western horizon (or DESC). 


DA = OD prom - OD Dese 
OD comes from the Latin descensio obliqua (oblique descension) 
OD prom = RA prom + AD prom. 
RA prom is the Right Ascension of the promissor. 


OD Desc = RAMC - 90. 
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3. Ifthe direction is to the MC or IC, then

To return to the sphere: At the moment of birth we make a ‘snapshot’ 
of the celestial sphere. We then continue to turn the sphere slowly with 
time and observe what is coming to the Meridian and to the Horizon. 
These are the primaries to the Ascendant and the MC. Everything is 
simple here and requires no further explanation. 

However how do we proceed if we want to sce what is coming to the 
radical ©? This leads us to: 


Interplanetary Directions: These are the directions that are calculated 
differently in the different directional systems. Ptolemy and Placidus 
had one opinion. Regiomontanus another. The Topocentrists, Car- 
dan,Leo Knegt, E.C.Kuehr — they each had still others. 

Let's take a close look at the Regiomontanian way (which was also 
Lilly's way). 

For example, when will 4 come to a conjunction with the radical ©? 

We can move the celestial sphere and watch. However, since \ has 
one declinational circle and the © another, + will never come cxactly 
over the ©. Refer to Figure 6.

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Obviously there should be a point on the declination circle of 4 that 
corresponds somehow to the position of the radical © on its own decli- 
nation circle 

Regiomontanus (and Lilly) would pass a house circle through the O. 
A house circle is a great circle that passes through the two cross points of 
the Meridian with the Horizon of the birth chart (i.e. the North and South 
points of the Horizon). A great circle is a circle on the celestial sphere 
whose plane goes through the center of the sphere. Refer to Figure 7.

Once the house circle is passed through the ©, Regiomontanus would 
direct various points (zodiacal aspects, planets, etc.) with the apparent 
24-hour rotation of the celestial sphere until they crossed this house cir- 
cle. The time needed to complete this process is the arc of the primary 
direction in question. Roughly: 4 minutes = | year of life. 

There are two points in any primary direction: the Significator and the 
Promissor. The Significator is the point that stays 'still' or 'fixed'. Re- 
giomontanus passed a house circle through the Significator. The Promis- 
sor is the point that we move towards the house circle of the significator 
with the rotation of the celestial sphere. The Promissor moves along its 
declinational circle. In our example the © is the significator and ¥ is the 
promissor. 

Refer to Figure 8, opposite.

1. Jerry Makransky in his book Primary Directions, A Primer of Cal-

2. James Holden, the research director of AFA.in his translation of As- 
trologia Gallica, book 22.

So, the part of 4's declinational circle between \ and point 3 is the arc of the 
Regiomontanian primary direction that is called 'Mundo \ direct to the ©’. In 
notation: Regio Mundo 4d. ©. Jn my notation, | put the promissor or the 
point that is rotated with the sphere on the left and separate it from the fixed 
point (the Significator) with an arrow. The arrow shows the direction of the 
movement. In this example is the promissor and the © the significator. 

We should compute the time \ needs to travel this arc. This time will give 
us the age of the native when the direction will ‘hit’. Again, roughly 4 minutes = 
1 year. The arcs of the primaries are measured in time or equatorial degrees, 
which are the same.

I have checked the results and to some degree also the math logic of 
Makransky, Coley, Maginus, Argolus, Regiomontanus and Plantiko. 
They all hold up correctly. 
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However, for practical purposes, they can be an exasperating proce- 
dure for an astrologer who is not mathematically inclined. And for the 
astrologer with a math phobia, these algorithms may be the hell itself. 

After some work, I was fortunate to figure out my own Regiomonta- 
nus algorithm that I hold to be the most simple and straightforward. 


he Math Algorithm 
As we know, in the Regiomontanus system of primaries a house 


circle (which is a great circle) is passed through the significator. 

The idea is to treat this circle as a new horizon. If, in fact, we suppose 
that the significator's house circle is the horizon of the horoscope then we 
can employ the algorithm for the primaries to the horizon. In order to do 
this, we should know the geographical longitude and latitude of the point 
on the earth globe whose horizon coincides with the house circle through 
the significator. 

So, this point will be something like a ‘new birthplace’. And its hori- 
zon will be the house circle of the significator. 

Once we have found the geographic longitude and latitude of this 
‘new birthplace', everything becomes a walk in the park 

The geographical latitude of this point is in fact something known in 
the Regio system as the Pole of the Significator: Pole. 


As an example: Poles 


The geo longitude of this same point will result in a 'new RAMC'. 
This is a notion unknown in Astrology up to now. So, I will call it the 
‘Regio RAMC of the significator’, RAMCp.i9° 

For example: RAMCpG. 

We will in fact construct a new horoscope here. This new horoscope 
is the same as the radix, but with a new birthplace — the same moment 
in time but set at a different location. 

In this new horoscope, which I would call the 'Regio under the pole of 
the significator' horoscope, this same significator will be exactly on the 
horizon. If it is eastern in the radix (in 10, 11, 12, 1, 2 or 3 mundane 
houses), it will be on the eastern horizon of this new chart. If it is west- 
ern in the radix, we will put it on the western horizon of the new chart. 

Tf we take the © for significator for example, we can construct 'Regio 
chart under the Pole of the O. 

This approach can be applied in all under-the-Pole directional sys- 
tems. 

In these new charts we can make all of the same kinds of directions 
we can do in the radix. 

In Lilly's example the © is in the 8" Regiomontanus house, i.e. west- 
em. This means that it will be on the western horizon of its ‘under the 
Pole Regio chart’. Once we find the Regio Pole of the © that corre- 
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sponds directly to the 'geographic latitude of the new "Regio-Sun-Pole" 
birthplace' and the Regio RAMC of the ©, we can compute the Regio 
directions of points to the O employing the algorithm for directions to 
the western horizon. In the formulae we will only need to substitute the 
Pole of the © for F (the geo. latitude of the birthplace) and the Regio 
RAMC of the © for the RAMC. 

How do we compute the O's Regio Pole and RAMC ? In my notation 
these are written with subscripts: Poles and RAMCp¢- 


In order to compute the Pole of the significator, we first compute an- 
other intermediate variable, the Zenith Distance of the significator, writ- 
ten as 2D If the significator is the O, we will write ZDo- 


The Zenith Distance of the significator is simply the angle between 
the Meridian and the house circle through the significator. It is always 
positive in value and less than 90°. It will be 90° if the significator is ex- 
actly on the horizon of the birthplace. It is zero if the significator is ex- 
actly on the Meridian of the birthplace.

At this point of the calculations we know the RAMC of the birth 
chart, the RAMC of the Regio-O-Pole chart and the longitude of the 
birthplace. It will be no problem to find the geographic longitude of the 
new Regio-O-Pole chart.

We know that the radical © is between culmination and setting, i.c., 
in its third quadrant — it is western and above the horizon. 

Imagine that we can travel instantly over the carth's globe. If at the 
moment of birth we first go to the geographic latitude of the new Regio- 
©-Pole chart (to 39.375° N) and then start moving with infinite speed to 
the East, we will see how the © gets closer and closer to the western ho- 
rizon until finally it is exactly on the horizon line. 

This will be the fictional new place of birth for the Regio-O-Pole 
chart. 

Geographically, it is as many degrees to the East of the radical birth- 
place as the difference between its RAMC and the radical RAMC 

We know both of these RAMCs and can find the absolute difference 
between them (DRAMC). 

DRAMC = RAMC (of Regio-O-Pole chart) - RAMC (of radical 
chart) = Absolute Value (273°58' - 222°10') = 51°48! 

In this example, the Regio-O-Pole chart's geographic longitude 
equals the longitude of the birthplace less DRAMC. 

= 0°0' - 51°48' = -51°48'= 51°48! East 

Eastern longitudes are those between from 0 and -180, Western are 
those between 0 and + 180. 

The general algorithm to find the new geographic longitude (for the 
Regio chart under a certain significator) is as follows 


1. If the significator is Eastern and below the horizon (in the 1" quad- 
rant) then we move eastward to place the significator exactly on the 
eastern horizon.

3, If the significator is Western and above the horizon (in the 3™ quad- 
rant) then we move eastward to place the significator exactly on the 
western horizon. 

New geographic longitude = Birthplace longitude - DRAMC 


4. If the significator is Eastern and above the horizon (in the 4" quad- 
rant) then we move westward to place the significator exactly on the 
eastern horizon. 

New geographic longitude = Birthplace longitude + DRAMC 


Caveats: Be careful with the DRAMC. If the natal RAMC is 359° and 
the new RAMC = 2° then the DRAMC = 3° and not 357°. Always take 
the shortest arc. 

Also, be careful with the new geographic longitude. If the longitude 
of the birthplace is -170 (i.e. 170° E) and DRAMC = 20° and this is a 
Type 1 situation, then the new Longitude = - 170 - 20 = -190. There is 
no such longitude, so add 360° to obtain + 170 or 170° W. 

After some additional computations that I will not give here, we can 
find out that the longitude of this fictional place (‘Regio O-Pole new 
birthplace’) is 51.798° East. 


To return to the example, we now know that the longitude of the new 
fictional place (for the Regio-O-Pole chart) is 51°48’ East. 
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Let us try to produce the new horoscope. For the same time as the ra- 
dix, but for these new 'Regio-O-pole' coordinates. 

The data for this Regio-O-Pole horoscope will be: 

29 September, 1616 (Gregorian), UT = 2:14:05 PM UT, 
Geo.

If our calculations are correct, in this chart the © will be exactly on 
the Descendant (western horizon).

This in a nutshell is my explanation of the William Lilly's (Regio- 
montanus) primaries. 


To summarize the procedure: 

1. First choose a planet to be the significator. (The only non- 
planetary significators used were the ® and the boundaries of the 
Regio houses.) 

2. Then pass a house circle through the body of the planet (not 
through its zodiacal projection). 

3. Finally, direct various points (promissors) to this house circle in 
the manner described. These points may be the bodies of planets 
and stars (mundo conjunctions and oppositions) or their zodiacal 
projections (zodiacal conjunctions and oppositions) or zodiacal 
points of aspects, zodiacal parallels, antiscia, contra-antiscia, 
terms, etc. (zodiacal aspects). 


Lilly directed all zodiacal aspects with a zero latitude. Only when he 
was directing the antiscia and contra-antiscia did he use both a latitude 
and zero latitude. (See my article about Lilly in the March 1999 issue of 
The Primary Directions or in Considerations XIII: 1) 

Regiomontanus, Maginus, Argolus and other astrologers directed the 
zodiacal aspects with a certain latitude. This system is known as the 
Blanchinus (sometimes Bianchinus) system. A latitude was ascribed to 
the aspects. For example, the trine of 2 was given a latitude equal to half 
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the latitude of 2 with the reverse sign. Its sextile: half the latitude with 
the same sign. Its square would have zero latitude. 

Placidus and Morin did the same, but their systems, which differed 
from each other, were more complex. 

These were not mundo aspects. These were zodiacal aspects with 
latitude. Sometimes they are known as ‘field plane primaries’. 

This was what was practiced in the past. 

Historically, only mundo conjunctions and oppositions between plan- 
ets and planets and between planets and stars were used. No more, no 
less. 

We owe to Jerry Makransky, a USA-born mathematician and astrolo- 
ger, living now on his rancho in Guatemala, the insight that there are also 
Mundane primaries in the Regio system. Mundo parallels, mundo trines, 
squares, sextiles, mundo rapt-parallels and so on. I would like to empha- 
size here the fact, that these mundo Regio directions were never prac- 
ticed. No one has calculated them except Jerry. This, of course, does not 
relate to their possible efficiency. They may be efficient or they may 
not, Only practice will tell. The algorithm for these truly mundo Regio 
interplanetary directions is somewhat more complex and I do not have 
the space and time to give it here. 

The other under-the-Pole types of interplanetary primaries, such as 
the Topocentric and the Placidian under the Pole (known also as Kuehr's 
primaries) have absolutely the same algorithm: the difference being only 
in the way the Poles, and RAMC,,, are computed. 


inal comments 
Because of the new interest among the astrologers in the sub- 


ject of the primaries, I have provided my algorithm for Regio in- 
terplanetary primaries in this article. 

I have explained the algorithm for those who would like to know the 
facts and the truth and who wish to research further into the practice of 
the ancient, medieval and renaissance authors. 

In this respect I should also point out that many publishers of William 
Lilly and Henry Coley omit their voluminous sections on primary direc- 
tions. Whoever wants to order their complete books, should point this 
out and demand the authentic, unabridged editions or facsimile copics.

The articles concerning the 
Primary Directions are most inter- 
esting and it is my hope that many 
of our colleagues find a new inter- 
est in this old but effective system. 

My satisfaction was even 
stronger as I have been using pri- 
maries for exactly 40 years, since 
1959. In Europe we were privi- 
leged to have authors who issued 
tables enabling us to calculate and 
therefore use this system without 
too many difficulties. Of course it 
was still a big work but the result 
was largely worth the effort. Erich 
Kihr in Germany and Henri 
Gouchon and Jacques Reverchon 
in France published these tables 
between the two World Wars 
But, as you know, the more time 
passed the less people wanted to 
work and therefore only a limited 
number of astrologers used them. 
For years I gave some seminars, 
for instance in Vienna, also in 
Germany and Switzerland, and 
found many interested people. 
Many, many years later, Theodore 
Landscheidt offered a primary 
system, but this was based on the 
Koch system and, as in this case 
the pole is always the same, I did 
not adopt it. 

Since approximately 1978, 
Wim Van Dam, a first class as- 
trologer from Holland, has made 
available a program, first on Texas 
Instrument 52 and later on IBM, 
which, among many other possi- 
bilities, has primary directions 


with different keys including of 
course Naibod. Van Dam's pro- 
gram also has the Hiéroz-Bonatti 
key that contrary to the approxi- 
mately-four-minutes-a-year —Nai- 
bod rate, changes in the course of 
life and can vary between two and 
six minutes per year — all this in 
both progressive and in regressive 
modes. And the real converse 
(moving the aspect and not the 
planet) is also possible. 

Yet, even with all these possi- 
bilities, I notice that most (thank 
heaven, not all) people remain 
with transits and perhaps with So- 
lar Returns. However I am still 
not too pessimistic. In my sur- 
roundings I do know a few people 
of the newer generation who use 
primaries in their work.

Andrew Smith writes: 

Hi there. Let me introduce my- 
self. My name is Andrew Smith 
and I live and work as a profes- 
sional astrologer in Dublin, Ire- 
Jand. I am currently working on a 
project whose aim is to examine 
the charts of those practicing as- 
trology full-time, to demonstrate 
factors within the horoscope that 
lend themselves towards inclining 
someone towards treating astrol- 
ogy as a career. I believe that it is 
possible to determine vocational 
indicators in a horoscope for as- 
trologers, that there are factors in 
the birth chart which indicate 
whether a person would be a full- 
time or part-time astrologer. 

I am interested in collecting the 
data of anyone in the astrological 
community — both professional 
and non-professional. The study 
will examine the charts of astrolo- 
gers who make a full time living 
from astrology and compare them 
with the charts of those who are 
similarly passionate about astrol- 
ogy but who are involved in it at a 
non-professional level. Whilst 
there are always factors other than 
astrological will be involve in 
those choices — such as econom- 
ics, I believe this to be an inter- 
esting comparative study. For ex- 
ample, Reinhold Ebertin, who is 
considered to have been a brilliant 
astrologer, was never able to make 
a living, and therefore he will be 
considered in the latter category 
for comparison's sake. 

As you will gather, central to 
the study is the definition of a full 
time astrologer. The term "profes- 
sional" astrologer is an ambiguous 
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one, therefore anyone who partici- 
pates in the project will be asked 
to fill out a short questionnaire, 
which is designed to assist me in 
assigning each astrologer to one of 
a number of categories. Essen- 
tially the questionnaire asks brief 
questions about the nature of your 
involvement in the astrological 
community; if you see clients, how 
often you see them; the main na- 
ture of your practice; interests in 
astrology — Vedic, Counseling, 
Traditional etc. It also provides a 
section for your own personal 
views on defining a full time as- 
trologer. Please note that all data 
and information that I receive will 
be treated with utter confidential- 
ity. All names and personal refer- 
ences will be deleted and replaces 
with a numerical value. 

Please note that the study is not 
concemed with examining factors 
that can suggest being a good as- 
trologer, nor does it really concern 
itself with the issue of profession- 
ality, an issue that is an extremely 
contentious. 

For the sake of clarity, the fol- 
lowing are some of the categories 
that I have come up with (perhaps 
you can think of more, and if so, I 
am really open to ideas): 

1, Those who consider them- 
selves to be filly  sclf- 
supporting from their astro- 
logical practice. In other 
words, those who earns their 
living as full-time astrologers 
either by using astrology itself 
in their work, or who use as- 
trology to assist them in work 
that is non-astrological in na- 
ture. 
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Sub category A. Full-time as- 
trologer using astrology alone. 

Sub category B. Full-time as- 
trologer using astrology in con- 
junction with another discipline. 

Sub category C. Full-time as- 
trologer using astrology in their 
practice but who makes their liv- 
ing doing something different. 

One who considers themselves 

to be not self-supporting, but 

who is nonetheless actively 
involved in astrology, using 
astrology on a daily basis. 

Examples: research astrologer, 
editors, those actively involved in 
the community and in organiza- 
tions on a voluntary basis, part- 
time teachers, etc 
3. Students of astrology, who do 

not use astrology in everyday 

life, but who are fascinated by 
it nonetheless. 

4. Those who have made a living 
from astrology but are now 
retired, or have ceased prac- 
ticing astrology. 

5. pre-1900 astrologers. 

One of the major reasons for 
conducting such as study is a per- 
sonal one. Making a living from 
astrology is by no means easy. I 
believe that there is an astrological 
signature that inclines someone to 
seck to make a living from astrol- 
ogy, rather than to treat it as an 
avocation. Theoretically I would 
expect many variations within 
each defined category of astrology 
based on how each astrologer 
made it. For example, someone 
who makes the bulk of their living 
from seeing clients theoretically 
should have a slightly different 
chart than someone who makes the 
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bulk of their living from teaching 
and of course there will be an 
overlap in all categories. 

There are a lot of contentious 
philosophical and methodological 
issues which will need to be ad- 
dressed, and I do not propose to 
conduct this study with a light- 
hearted approach. If I need to take 
a year to do the study, so be it. I 
would like to do this to the best of 
my skill and to present some of the 
ideas to other people to test etc. I 
am not a statistician and do not 
necessarily believe that a statistical 
approach alone to this study will 
be an adequate approach, We all 
know that horoscope interpretation 
is a complex affair and that there 
is not one isolated factor alone that 
inclines anyone towards a_par- 
ticular vocation. With this in 
mind, I propose to examine all the 


‘data using various astrological 


techniques taking into considera- 
tion such things are themes, 
themes, rulerships, weighing fac- 
tors, angularity, G-Sector, decli- 
nation etc. 

I am looking for more data. To 
date I have collected over 600 
charts. If you are interested in this 
project and would like more de- 
tails or to receive the question- 
naire, please email me at das- 
troc@iol.ie.
